WASHINGTON — “Officer ca- 
reer planning is a responsibility 
of the individual, his immediate 
and intermediate commanders, and 
the Department of the Army,” says 
DA Pampfftet 600-3. “Each officer 
is expected to participate in his 
own career planning . 

The pamphlet is the first revi- 
sion of “Career Planning for Army 
Officers” in five years. It is a 
complete rewrite. It incorporates 
the philosophy of the new Effi- 
ciency Report (DA Form 67-5). 
It has just been published and will 
be in publications depot supply 
soon.

The 76 Stateside missile bat- 
talions are presently armed with 
the Ajax, the first generation of 
the Army’s supersonic missile fam- 
ily. Ajax is being phased out of 
the system, the Army said.

COs Told: Take 
Bite of Debtors 


WASHINGTON — Bigger bites 
will be taken out of the pay of 
the Army’s EM when they are in- 
debted or overpaid by the mili- 
tary, it was ordered in Circular 
35-33 this week. 

It was the second time in as 
many weeks that the Army has 
had pay pains. Last week, the 
Army sent out another circular 
in the 35 series (35-31) declaring 
that “the amount of overpaymenis 
of military pay and allowances... 
-has been excessively high.” 

In the latest document, it was 
said that “numerous reports are 
being received that unit command- 
ers are inclined to be lenient in 
approving installment liquidation 


of enlisted member’s . indebted- 
ness.” 

Cited as an example of the len- 
iency was the approval by one 
unit commander for an EM to re- 
pay a debt of $180 at the rate 
of $5 a month for 36 months. 

“This practice,’ the circular 
stated, “is detrimental to both the 


by creating an unnecessary ex- 
pense to the government and re- 
taining the member in a short pay 
status for a greater period than 
necessary.”

Real Pay Raise Hopes Dim 


but not a pay raise for military 
personnel next year. 


And it has already been reported 


that civil service organizations will} 


make a pay raise drive next year 
and stand a good chance of get- 
ting backing from the Administra- 
tion. 

Military people, who haven’t had 
a pay raise since 1958 and who 
know the Civil Service had a nice 
raise in 1960, are wondering why 
nobody is fighting for a pay raise 
for those in uniform. 

Part of the answer is contained 
in a study done in the Pentagon 
on what various people get and, 
more important, what they keep. 

This study was used by those 
who decided against a military pay 
raise. It will undoubtedly be used 
by those working for a Civil Serv- 
ice pay raise. 

Life is no longer so simple that 
can be evaluated in terms of 
what the pay tables say one gets 
each payday. It’s what one still has 
when one gets home — and the 
extras one gets — that count.

WASHINGTON—There will be more hearings in the next Congress into the use of 
“think-type” contracts and consultants by the Defense Department and the services. This 
emphasis on how individuals are conducting themselves.

The hearings will be on con- 
tinuation of the contracting-out 
study made this year by the House 
Armed Services Investigating sub- 
committee. Heading the group is 
peppery Rep. F. Edward Hebert, 
of Louisiana. 

This year the group concentrated 
on why Defense didn’t have the in- 
house capability to do the things it 
contracted out for. It wanted to 
know why the services had to get 
a non-profit research organization 
to advise on how to make decisions 
in military areas rather than mak- 
ing the decisions themselves and 
training their own people to do the 
needed research. 

Next year the group will be in- 
terested in how individual scien- 
tists and engineers in these non- 
profit organizations — sometimes 
referred to as “think factories”— 
use the special knowledge gained 
from government work. The group 
will also look into the action of 
individual consultants, checking 
how they are paid and what con- 
nections they have outside of gov- 
ernment. 

Both individual and group con- 
sultation frequently comes from 
those on the staffs of universities 
and research foundations. 

These universities and research 
outfits, in turn, frequently get 
contracts from Defense. The com- 
mittee wants to see if there isn’t 
potential—or actual — conflict of 
interest. 

It is reliably reported that one 
Washington brokerage house has 
some unusually active accounts 
with some scientists employed by 
research groups which do work for 
the Defense Department.

ACCORDING TO the subcom- 
mittee it will probably follow its 
usual practice of sending out ques- 
tionnaires to a sample group of 
scientists employed by. research 
organizations. The scientists will 
be asked about their various gov- 
ernment and _ non-government 
work, the contracts their employes 
hold with Defense and their per- 


.| sonal stock transactions. 


The subcommittee is concerned 
that some of these scientists are 
doing things which if done by 








government employes, would be 


cause for dismissal. At the same 
time, the work they are doing is 
work that could just as well be as- 
signed to government scientists, 
the subcommittee feels. 

The hearings may be a prelude 
to another attempt to overhaul the 
conflict-of-interest laws which this 
same subcommittee gave a lot of 
attention to when it was investigat- 
ing the influence of retired mili- 
tary officers two years ago. 

The hearings will probably bring 
out that many university professors 
are doing very well in terms of 





total compensation because of the 
government consulting fees they 
get on top of their university 
salary. 

Rep. Hebert got a setback in an- 
other area recently when Defense 
reported against his cherished 
proposal to set up an .Armed 
Forces Medical Academy. Such an 
academy would “isolate” the mili- 
tary medical community, the De- 
partment said, whereas a_ close 
working relationship between the 
civilian and military medical fra- 
ternities is healthy for both groups. 





College Reservist 
Recalls to Be Eased

WASHINGTON—Recall policies 
for reservists enrolled in college 
should be eased in any future 
mobilization short of a national 
emergency, high Administration 
officials have decided. 

Until last August, there was no 
provision in law for ordering 
Ready Reserve units and personnel 
to active duty in the Army of the 
United States without a declaration 
of -national emergency by the 
President or Congress. Therefore, 
previous plans called for “tough” 
mobilization policies fitted to emer- 
gency conditions. 

When Congress last summer 
granted special temporary recall 
authority, military officials had to 
cope with problems unique in the 
nation’s history—a situation more 
urgent than the 1940 mobilization 
and less urgent than the Korean 
War mobilization. 

Delays and exemptions from 
active duty reporting dates were 
granted reservists on a basis slight- 
ly more liberal than wartime but 
college students were deferred only 
if they were taking advanced de- 
grees in certain specialized fields, 
particularly the sciences.

Stahr Rescinds Punishment 
Of Complaint Letter Writer 


WASHINGTON — Sp5 Willard 
M. Miller, Jr., walked out of quar- 


-}ters at Fort Devens 4 December 


after personal intervention ~ by 
Army Secretary Elvis Stahr. Miller 
had chosen company punishment in 
lieu of summary court martial. The 
punishment was two weeks con- 
finement to his barracks area, H&S 
Co., 324th ASA Bn. 

Miller had written a letter to the 


.Boston Herald, complaining that he 


had been recalled out of college 
because he had a “critical military 
skill” and assigned to an Army 
Security Agency unit. Miller point- 
ed out that he had already put 
45 months in the Army and that 
he had received “indications that 
he would not be employed in his 
skill” during his active duty time 
under the recall. He said that had 
he had no previous Army service, 
he would have been deferred. 





According to Capt. Paul A. Tee- 
han, information officer at Fort 


Devens, Miller was punished for 
not clearing his letter to. the Her- 
ald before sending it in, not for 
writing the letter. 

Secretary Stahr, as soon as he 
heard of the case, ordered Miller’s 
punishment rescinded. 

“This particular provision of 
regulations,” Stahr said, “was in- 
tended to apply to speeches and 
articles on military matters and 
not to letters by individual soldiers 
to their newspaper editors on mat- 
ters involving their own service 
and so on, so long as they did not 
invole national security or military 
security. 

As a result of the Miller case, 
the Secretary of the Army has con- 
firmed the right of soldiers to 
write to newspapers airing their 
complaints or making suggestions 
so long as neither national secur- 
ity ner military security are vio- 
lated or involved. 





should be allowed to complete 
courses in which they are enrolled 
when a buildup begins.

CONSIDERATIONS of “hard- 
ship” play a minor part in the 
thinking on the subject of college 
student deferments. Every reserv- 
ist recalled suffers some degree of 
hardship, it is felt, and the student 
is no different in this respect from 
another reservist interruptéd in his 
civilian career. But his education 
increases his value to the nation, 
and it would be in thé national in- 
terest, officials believe, to allow 
such men temporary delays from 
reporting. 

A Defense memorandum on 
delays and deferments, issued 16 
November, contained a statement 
of the new. delay policy for college 
students. However, the document 
was withdrawn before actions were 
taken to put it into effect and the 
controversial paragraph was de- 
leted in the revision issued a few 
days later. 

The reason for the change of 
Signals on the memorandum, 
according to informed sources, was 
merely a question of when the new 
policy should go into effect. A 
small number of fillers are ‘still 
being recalled for slots in units 
previously mobilized, and it is felt 
that it would not be entirely fair to 
treat this limited group differently 
from those who received their or- 
ders earlier in the same buildup 
program. 

If the need arises for additional 
mobilization, however, indications 
are that these reservists would be 
considered separate from those 
previously called, and the new 
deferrement policy would be ap- 
plied.

WASHINGTON—Defense Secre- 
tary Robert McNamara has ten- 
tatively turned down recommen- 
dations. to reduce the training 
time for Reserve Forces Act 
(RFA) personne] to “at least four 
months,” Army Times learned this 
week. 

McNamara rejected arguments 
presented by members of the top 
staff that such a cut would ac- 
complish the same training objec- 
tives with less money. However, 
Pentagon Officials are working on 
additional justifications to present 
the Secretary. 

Because ‘of the McNamara rul- 
ing,.Army Reserve and National 
Guard trainees will continue to 
pull six months active duty for 
training at active Army installa- 
tions. 

According to Pentagon sources, 
Secretary McNamara didn’t be- 
lieve “we ought to be cutting our 
training programs when we are 
asking our NATO (North Atlan- 
tic Treaty Organization) allies to 
increase their forces because of 
the Berlin crisis.” ; 

The reported McNamara deci- 
sion has been met with favorable 
response from many Army officials 
who feel that six months is too 
little time to develop “raw re- 
cruits into combat-trained _ sol- 
diers.” 


No Brooklyn 
Terminal Cut 


Scheduled 


NEW YORK — Rep. Emanuel 
Cellar, chairman of the steering 
committee of the New York con- 
gressional delegation, this week ap- 
plauded the Department of Defense 
statement that “no adjustments are 
imminent” in the current opera- 
tions of the Brooklyn Army Termi- 
nal. 

The delegation steering com- 
mittee was instrumental in having 
New York port interests present to 
Defense officials, at a meeting held 
on 1 Nov., 1961, factual data sup- 
porting retention of the Brooklyn 
base.

DARNELL NOTED that many 
young men are taking their fresh- 
men and sophomore year studies 
at junior colleges but because of 
the lack of an ROTC program at 
these institutions these men are 
denied the opportunity of, taking 
senior ROTC for a commission. 

“This desire poses a problem for 
those with no ROTC training be- 
cause the basic ROTC course is a 
prerequisite for admission to the 
advanced course,” Darnell said. He 
said the Army staff is presently 
studying a proposal which would 
permit outstanding junior college 
graduates to enter senior ROTC 
without having first taken the 
basic course, 

There are presently 593 junior 
colleges in the United States with 
all but a few having no ROTC 
programs. “The magnitude of this 
problem is demonstrated by the 
fact that the State of California 
has 65 junior colleges and by the 
end of this year, 21 two-year col- 
leges will exist in Virginia,” Dar- 
nell added.

THE COMPETITION for stu- 
dents to enrol] in the ROTC pro 
grams of the various services is 
great. There are 33 institutions 
which sponsor the ROTC programs 
of all three services. The Army 
shares the campus with the Air 
Force at 99 colleges and with the 
Navy at 38. 

To date, the Navy program has 
not presented any conflict with 
the Army—academically or other- 
wise. “This cannot be said in the 
case of the Air Force ROTC pro- 
gram,” Darnell said. 

“Our differences with the Air 
Force encompass two main areas. 
There is the question of the num- 
ber of academic hours. which 
should be presented in- the basic 
course. The Army program calls 
for 180 hours as opposed to the 
120 in the Air Force program. De- 
fense Department has directed a 
compromise of 150 hours but the 
Air Force has been reluctant to 
comply. 

“Additionally, some schools do 
not have sufficient students to per- 
mit both services to meet the mini- 
mum economical enrollment re 
quirements. The most promising 
solution to this problem is cur- 
rently being staffed and it pro- 
poses the withdrawal of one of the 
services from several ca

Infantry Officers to Get More Troop Duty 


WASHINGTON—More troop leading is in store for 
young infantry officers, according to the Army’s Chief of 
Infantry Officer assignments, Brig. Gen. Hervey J. Ja- 


blonsky. 


Long considered by combat of- 
ficers as the best base on which 
to build an infantry career, com- 
mand assignment importance was 
emphasized further by Gen. Ja- 
blonsky following a recent swing 
through the Army’s training cen- 
ters. 

“Infantry officers can expect a 
steady diet of troop leading for 
at least the first five years of 
their careers,” said Gen. Jablon- 
sky, “and more assignments with 
troops in succeeding years than 
has been possible in the past. It’s 
good for the individual and for 
infantry training in general.” 

Career planning has _ always 
called for company-level duty dur- 
ing the first three years of an 
officer’s career with subsequent 
assignments at battalion or regi- 
mental level staff until ordered to 
the branch career course after a 
minimum of five years of service. 
Strict. adherence to this pattern 
has not been possible to the ex- 
tent desired by the assignment di- 
vision, particularly in the case of 
command. Shortage of command 
slots and too early specialization 
were primarily to blame. 

Present build-up of the Army, 
including expansion of the 11 in- 
fantry training centers and open- 
ing of additional centers — Fort 
Carson, Fort Chaffee and Fort 
Gordon contribute to present 
emphasis on more troop duty. 

Gen. Jablonsky’s visit to infan- 
try centers was to discuss with in- 
fantry commanders what they can 
expect for future assignments, 
schooling and overall career devel- 
opment. Visits are part of the Of- 
ficer Assignment  Directorate’s 
heavy emphasis on the personal 
approach to all problems affect- 
ing officer assignments. 

“In many cases,” said Gen. Ja- 
blonsky, “the individual officers 
find it difficult to get in from the 
field to see us — although visits 
to our section average about 4000 
annually — so we get out to them 
as often as funds will permit.” Let- 
ters written to the Infantry Offi- 
cer Division average 10,000 each 
year. 

“These trips pay big dividends 
for us and the officers in the 
field. We give them a picture of 
our operation and they have a 
chance to look into their future 
assignments and learn, how they 
stand in relation to others of sim- 
ilar rank and grade.”

GEN. JABLONSKY was on the 
receiving end of one of these De- 
partment of the Army trips last 
spring when he met Maj. Gen. 
George E. Martin, Director of Of- 
ficer Assignments and discussed 
his current assignment as Infan- 
try Officer Division chief. 

“I talked with hundreds of in- 
fantry officers, of all ranks and 
grades, during my travels,” Gen. 
Jablonsky said, “and more. than 
any other fact I was impressed by 
their knowledge of why they are 
serving. They know what they are 
doing, and why they are doing it. 

“Overall,” he said, “today’s in- 
fantry officer is tougher, better 
educated, and more career con- 
scious than his World War II 
counterpart. 

“Most of these young officers in 
the training centers are topflight 
instructors, fresh from basic in- 
fantry officer courses, and filled 
with the latest infantry doctrine. 
Many of them graduated from the 
Army’s school of hard knocks 
with the two combat divisions in 
Korea and give training more real- 
ism than I ever saw in World 
War Il camps.” ; 

He added, “Physically, they’re 
in great shape.” 

This is high praise from an of- 
ficer who holds. the distinction 
of having captained two college 
varsity football teams — Washing- 





ton University in St. Louis, Mo., 
in 1929, and the U.S. Military 
Academy in 1933. In addition, he 
was on the varsity baseball, bas- 
ketball and track teams at both 
institutions. 

Upon graduation from West 
Point, he received the Army Ath- 
letic Association Award for the 
outstanding athlete in. the Class 
of 1934. 

. > * 

“ACADEMICALLY,” he noted, 
“of all Active Army infantry offi- 
cers, roughly two out of every 





three — 11,959 — have two or 
more years of college under their 
belts. Bachelor degrees account 
for 7537 of that total. Another 
508 have earned Masters degrees, 
and 107 own doctorates. Still oth- 
ers are working toward bachelor 
and advanced degrees. 

The figures are in tune with 
the Army’s ambition of four years 
of college for its officers. 

An important reason for the 
counselling trips made by Gen. Ja- 
blonsky and his staff, is to tell 
officers What they can do for 
themselves to help career devel- 
opment, 

“We tell them to get in their 
officer preference statement at 
least six months: prior to com- 





pletion of their current tour,” the 
general said. a 

“This way we know what they 
want. Then, most important, and 
actually a basic consideration, is 
for the officer to watch his ca- 
reer development. This sounds re- 
dundant, I’m sure, to many, but 
for those who go from assignment 
to assignment without too much 
prior planning on their part as to 
what effect this will have on their 
career, this advice strikes home.” 

* + * 

ON INTERVIEWS he had this 
to say, “Many of the officers who 
do come in to see us, ask for in- 
terviews to find out just how they 
are doing. They get their inter- 
views — honest appraisals — re- 





flecting our point of view. We pull 
no punches. In cases where an of- 
ficer’s performance has not been 
up to standard, he gets the story 
without any sugar-pill coating. 
Very few try to fight the prob- 
lem.” 

Gen. Jablonsky and his 25 staff 
members, as a branch of the Of- 
fice of the Deputy Chief of Staff 
for Personnel at Department of 
the Army, are responsible for 
world-wide career development of 
the more than 19,000 infantry of- 
ficers. Included in this responsi- 
bility, are all personnel actions 
such as assignments, integration, 
into the Regular Army, schooling, 
special training, appointments, 
transfers, and a myriad of others.

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How Boards Pick Officers for Tempo Promotion 


(Editor’s Note: This installment of a series, derived 
from a paper presented recently at the Army Commanders’ 
Conference in Washington, goes into the matters of how 
promotion boards are selected and how they proceed in 


picking men for temporary 
consideration”’.) 


As long as the active Army con- 
siderably exceeds the Regular 
Army in size, temporary promo- 
tions will continue to be the means 
by which the great majority (95% ) 
of officers receive a change in serv- 
= grade. 

Ithough such promotions are 
described in AR 624-115, these 
regulations have as a basis the 
0 Persopnel Act. 

This act states: “Whenever the 
number of officers of the Regular 
Army .. . is less than the number 
authorized, the vacancies may be 
filled by the appointment of quali- 
fied officers .. . A regular com- 
missioned officer, or a reserve com- 
missioned officer who is serving on 
active duty, may be appointed in 
a temporary grade that is equal 
to or higher than his regular or 
reserve grade, without vacating any 
other grade held by him... Ap- 
pointments . . . shall be made on a 
fair and equitable basis. Selection 
shall be based upon ability and 
efficiency with regard being given 
to seniority and age.” 

”~ * + 

CONSIDERATION for temporary 
promotion is based on an officer’s 
Promotion Eligibility Date. This is 
the same as the date of rank for 
officers who have been on contin- 
uous active duty since last pro- 
moted. For, those who have been 
off active duty since their last AUS 
promotion, the PED is later than 
the date of rank by the number 
of days off active duty. 

Briefly, one does not accumulate 
promotion eligibility time when 
not on active duty. The current 
average times in the next lower 
grade and years of active commis- 
sioned service at time of promo-

Selection Boards 


In the fall of each year, a sched- 
ule is devised for the boards for 
the following calendar year. A 
board should meet at least four 
months before the first promotions 
are contemplated. One selection 
board considers officers of the 
Army Promotion List (APL), 
Chaplain and WAC and a separate 
board is convened for the Army 
Medical Services (AMEDS) for 
both temporary and permanent 
promotions. Usually, all boards ex- 
cept those selecting general offi- 
cers complete their deliberations 
by early August. 


The Zones 


Before an AUS board meets, a 
cireular is published listing, by 
name, officers in the zone of con- 
sideration. This includes all offi- 
cers with a designated PED or 
earlier but does not include officers 
eligible for consideration from be- 
low the zone. 

The primary purpose of this pub- 
lication is to initiate a field check 
of individual records to insure that 
every officer on the list should, in 
fact, be considered and that no of- 
ficers have been omitted. 

Cut-off premotion eligibility 
dates for each of the nine promo- 
tion lists (Army, Medical, Dental, 
Veterinary, MSC, Nurse, Medical 
Specialist, Chaplain, and WAC) are 
established as nearly identical as 


promotions from a “zone of 


ly different cut-off date for one 
list than for the others. 

A primary exception is that the 
PED cut-off date for promotion to 
captain in the Veterinary, JAG, and 
Chaplains Corps — plus those MSC 
officers with PhD degrees — is 18 
months later than for the other 
lists. 

The circular announcing the zone 
for a Regular Army promotion 
merely states the date of the board 
and the last number te be con- 
sidered from each promotion list. 
Any officer can quickly determine 
whether or not he is in the zone 
by referring to the Army Register. 


Boards 


Boards are composed of not less 
than five members, all senior in 
permanent grade and temporary 
rank to all officers being consid- 
ered. Members are usually drawn 
from officers serving in the Wash- 
ington area. APL boards normal- 
ly consist of one officer from each 
of the three combat arms, one 
technical service and one adminis- 
trative service. 

Officers of the Chaplains and 
Women’s Army Corps are desig- 
nated as alternate members to sit 
when members of their corps are 
being considered. AMEDS boards 
are composed of representatives of 
each of the male medical services 
with nurses and medical Special- 
ists sitting as alternates when mem- 
bers of their corps are being con- 
sidered. Additionally, one APL of- 
ficer is the sixth member of each 
AMEDS board. 

Wherever possible, captains’ 
boards are composed of colonels, 
boards to major and lieutenant 
colonel are headed by a general

IT IS ARMY POLICY that the 
names of members of promotion 
selection boards are not revealed. 
To do so would result in consider- 
able personal correspondence and 
other efforts to influence board 
members favorably for individuals. 
Both regulations (AR 624-115) and 
law (Title 10, USC) already pro- 
vide that officers may submit a 
letter, through channels, calling 
attention to matters of record in 
DA concerning himself that he 
considers important. Such com- 
munications may not contain crit- 
icism: nor reflect upon the char- 
acter, conduct, or motives of any 
officer. Personal correspondence 
or other direct contact efforts 
would not be so restricted. 


Letters of Instructions 


Letters of Instructions to boards 
are necessarily phrased in general 
terms only; great reliance is placed 
on the maturity, experience, integ- 
rity, and objectivity of board mem- 
bers who are themselves carefully 
selected. There is no substitute 
for the judgment of high caliber 
officers who have been over the 
route themselves. Instructions bas- 
ically cover the following points: 

Oath to be taken; 

Zone of consideration; 

penbets be be selected; 

y's concept of “fully 
qualified” (See AR 624-115); 

Guides for measuring potential 

—such as: efficiency, responsibil- 





officers in the zone dictate a slight- 


ities, types and variety of assign- 
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ments; length of service, maturity, 
seniority, education and experi- 
ence; general physical condition; 
moral standards, character, reputa- 
tion, loyalty, and leadership. 

Remarks concerning the weight 
to be attached to: Overall Effi- 
ciency Index; efficiency reports — 
periods covered, trends; previous 
failure of selection; command; 
leadership; specialization, and de- 
rogatory information. 

Administrative information, and 
reports to be furnished. 

It is evident, therefore, that 
boards are largely on their own 
in establishing standards of pro- 
ficiency. It should further be ap- 
parent that OEI is not the sole nor 
even a primary determinant of se- 
lection; it is simply a broad screen- 
ing device for group comparison 
and a general indicator of relative 
merit. 


Briefings 


All boards are briefed by a gen- 
eral from the office of the Deputy 
Chief of Staff for Personnel. He 
amplifies the salient features of 
the letter of instructions and gives 
the board members an opportunity 
to ask questions. A subsequent 
briefing by an action officer con- 
sists of an analysis of the compo- 
sition and relative quality of the 
zone, an explanation of the meth- 
od of selection and selection rate 
used, and some practical proce- 
dural suggestions. 


Procedures 

Contrary to popular belief, 
boards do not normally examine 
the entire records of officers being 
considered. The entire file is ac- 
eessible but only the efficiency por- 
tion is usually reviewed. This file 
contains not only all efficiency re- 
ports, but the record of commenda- 
tions and letters of appreciation, 
disciplinary actions, etc, 

A copy of the officer’s Form. 66 
is secured from his branch and. at- 
tached to his efficiency file for this 
review. The other portion (201 
file) of an officer’s record — eon- 


taining copies of routine orders, 
medical history, etc., is reviewed 
only in special cases. 

The names of officers in the 
ZONE OF CONSIDERATION. are 
submitted to the board on rosters 
in alphabetical order. ‘Thus, it 
makes no difference what an offi- 
cer’s promotion eligibility date is, 
compared to others in the zone. 
His record, not his date of rank, 
would determine his relative 
chances of selection. 

+ + * 


SINCE EACH board member 
must consider the record of every 
officer in the zone and evaluate it 
in the light of every other officer, 
it is apparent why boards consider- 
ing several thousand files may be 
in session up to three months. This 
partially explains the long lead 
time necessary between the con- 
vening of a board and the first 
promotion from its selections. 


Like a jury, a board is required 
to announce only its findings, not 
the reasoning which led to them. 
This permits maximum objectivity 
and, although individual officers 
may disagree with the specific 
choices of a board, there are no 
grounds for questioning the sin- 
—_ or integrity of its mem- 

rs. 


Methods of Selection 


Under the “fully qualified” meth- 
od of selection, which is used to 
the grade of captain (and for the 
Medical and Dental Corps to major 
and lieutenant colonel as well), no 
specific number of selections is 
prescribed. As many officers as are 
found “fully qualified” are recom- 
mended. This could conceivably 
be 100%. 

Under the “‘best qualified” meth- 
od, used for all other selections, 
boards using their own standards 
must separate the qualified from 
the unqualified. They then list: 

© A specific number of the qual- 
ified officers as “best qualified and 
recommended for promotion.” This 
number is 
Letter of 








designated in the board’s 
Instructions. 


® The remainder of the qualified 
officers as “fully qualified but not 
recommended for promotion.” 

©The unqualified officers as “not 
fully qualified for promotion” — 
i.e., passovers. 

In the board’s report, therefore, 
all officers who were considered 
are placed in one of the above 
categories. When the “fully qual- 
fied” method is used, there would, 
of course, be only two categories: 
“fully qualified” or “not fully 
qualified.” 

The selection methods currently 
prescribed are shown on chart 
accompanying this article. 


“Best Qualified” 
Method 


Suppose, for example, we esti- 
mate that during a year the losses 
in majors will be 4800. This there- 
fore, becomes the promotion capa- 
bility for that year (all other fac- 
tors remaining constant). 

Let’s further assume that the 
zone of consideration contains 6000 
captains who have never before 
been considered plus 3000 others 
who have been considered for pro- 
motion before but were not se- 
lected. The promotion board would 
be instructed to select the 4800 
“best qualified” out of the pool 
of 9000. 

All selectees, must, of course, be 
fully qualified under board-estab- 
lished standards before they can 
be pronounced “best qualified.” 

The board then determines which 
of the non-selected 4200 are “ful- 
ly qualified” and which are “not 
fully qualified” or passed over. Per- 
haps the board decides 300 are 
not qualified. The other 3900 are 
then continued on in grade of cap- 
tain without penalty — but with- 
out promotion, either.

AN APPARENT selection rate 
of 4800/9000 or 53% would not 
be strictly accurate-since the “new 
blood” (those being considered for 
the first time) have a much better 
opportunity of selection than the 
“old blood” (those previously con- 
sidered). 

The true selection rate would 
be determined if we divided the 
number of “new blood” selected 
by the 6000 eligibles. This would 
be substantially above 53%. 

No penalty is assessed for non- 
selection to colonel and the general 
officer grades since: 

® The bulk of our competent 
and dependable officers can expect 
to reach only the grade of lieuten- 
ant colonel. 

© Superior officers should reach 
the grade of colonel. 

® Because of the small number 
of authorized spaces, only a few 
of the most exceptional officers can 
be selected to the general officer 
grades. 


If Not Selected 


Before publishing the Recom- 
mended List, for all grades except 
colonel, each officer who was in 
the zone for the first time and who 
failed of selection is so notified 
and informed whether he was con- 
sidered. qualified or unqualified. 
Those qualified receive no further 
notification if they continue to be 
judged “fully qualified” by suc- 
ceeding boards. : 

The unqualified (passover) offi- 
cers are notified each time they are 
so found. Such a finding for any 
officer results in a review of his 
records to determine whether he 
should be relieved from active 
duty (for Reserve officers) or elim- 
inated from the Army (for Regu- 
lars). 

Two such findings result in the 
mandatory relief from active duty

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The President Talks to Called-Up Reservists 


(Editor’s Note: Mr. 


last week, 


Kennedy, at his news conference 
was asked a question concerning the 


“morale” 


of reservists recalled to active duty. Since it is unusual for 
a President to reply fully to such a question—and since 
he seemed to be speaking directly to the men called to the 
colors—we print the complete text of his statement.) 


Q. Mr. President, there are re- 
ports that the morale among the 
Reservists who have been called 
up is bad. They claim they don’t 
have—they have nothing to do; 
the equipment is inadequate. Do 
you care to comment? 

A.—Well, I have seen the news- 
paper stories. There isn’t any 
doubt that any Newspaper can go 
out and interview men who’ve 
been called up. Their lives are dis- 
turbed. Many of them are older. 
They’ve all got jobs. For most of 
them it’s a heavy sacrifice. And 
we are not at war. 

And they go to camps which 
have perhaps been newly opened 
or where the equipment may not 
be immediately available. And 
they are bound to be unhappy. I 
have seen the stories in some cases 
where newspapers have reported 
that the Department of Defense is 
determined to keep these people 
in for more than a year. 

Then when it was proved that 
the story was wholly wrong, they 

then write that the Pentagon has 
changed its mind and not going 
to keep them in more than a 
year and then sent their report- 
ers around to examine and in- 
terview servicemen and build up 
the sense that Americans are not 
ready to serve their country. 

Now let me make it very clear 
what the reason [is] that we called 
these men. The reason we called 
these men is that there is a direct 
clash of interest in a major area 
—which is Berlin and West Ger- 
many. There also is increased ten- 
sion in Vietnam. 

When we came into office, 
we did not feel that there was suf- 
ficient strength in our convention- 
al forces. Of the 14 Army divi- 
sions, three were training divi- 
sions. And the United States has 
commitments all around the world. 

Now, while we rely on our 
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nuclear weapons, we also, as I 
have said, want to have a choice 
between humiliation and a holo- 
caust, And therefore, we believe 
that calling these men up and 
their willingness to serve in- 
creased the chance of maintain- 
ing the peace. 

There are countries where lead- 
ers have talked very strongly 
about standing firm in various 
areas, but do not have the military 
force to support that statement. 
We require it. The United States 
is the strongest power and the 





leader of the free world, and as 
such we must have the power to 
make our commitments good. 

* +” * 


THESE MEN, who may be serv- 
ing in a very cold and windy camp 
in Fort Lewis, in Washington, 
therefore, are rendering the same 
kind of service to our country that 
an airplane standing on a 15-min- 
ute alert at a SAC (Strategic 
Air Command] base in Omaha is 
rendering. We called them in or- 
der to prevent a war, not to fight 
a war 

And, if our efforts to hold the 
peace should fail, then, of 

course, they would be used in a 

more direct way. But their func- 
tion today is to indicate that the 

United Statesas serious about its 

commitments; that it means to 

meet its commitments; that it 





wants to negotiate a peaceful 
settlement if it can, but it does 
not propose to surrender. 

And therefore, I would hope that 
any service man who is sitting in 
a camp, however unsatisfactory it 
may be, and i know how unsatis- 
factory it is, will: recognize that 
he is contributing to the security 
of his family-in a most direct way. 

And, in these days, when 
weapons are so terrible, the im- 
portant thing is to attempt to 
maintain the peace, and they’re 
helping to do it. 

And I think it’s up to us to 
make sure that they do get the 
equipment. It is up to us to make 
sure that their training is useful. 
As I have said, we have sent the 
Inspector General out to Washing- 
ton [State] to look at the camp 
and to talk to the people involved. 





But I do think it would he 
well for us all to recognize that 
in the first place, these men are 
not going to be kept in longer 
than a year. There has never 
been such a proposal in the Pen- 
tagon that I have ever heard of 
—newspaper reports to the con- 
trary, notwithstanding, This has 
never been suggested. 

Secondly, it is our hope to get 
these men out before their 12- 
month period. 

Third, these men were called in 
at the request of the Administra- 
tion and with the approval of the 
Congress, which gave us the au- 
thorization to call them in. In my 
opinion they’re rendering a valu- 
able function. We are going to get 
them out as quickly as we can. But 
they are doing a service and I hope 
that they recognize it.

Sunday Meal 
Plan Tested 
At Fort Knox 


FORT KNOX, Ky. — Sunday 
meals have a new flavor at the 
Armor Center’s Co. A, Hq.

No, the food is no different, it’s 
only the manner of serving it that 
makes Co. A unique. 

Unlike any other unit at Fort 
Knox, Co. A serves no set meals 
on Sunday (and holidays). 

Breakfast is served from 0730 to 
1000, during which time the men 
of the company may come in at 
their leisure and order their morn- 
ing meal.

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Signal Corps Synchronizes Global 
Clocks to Millionths of a Second 


FORT MONMOUTH, N.J.—A new system for measur- 
ing time down to millionths of a second on a global scale 
has been worked out by a group of Signal Corps scientists 
who flew ultra-accurate atomic clocks on journeys totaling 


nearly 45,000 miles. 

These experiments revealed that 
the clocks were synchronized with- 
in an average of 3.5 millionths of 
a second of each other during tests 
between New York State, South 
America, Hawaii and Aust{yalia. 

During a preliminary test over 
the relatively short span of some 
1000 miles between Fort Monmouth 
and Patrick AFB, Fla., the clocks 
ran no farther apart than one- 


-| fifth of a millionth of a second — 


or one tick in five million. 

The experiments, known as 
World-Wide Synchronization of 
Atomic Clocks (WOSAC), were 


started in 1959 by the Army Signal 
Research and Development Labora- 
tory, Fort Monmouth, in coopera- 
tion with Harvard University, the 
Navy, the Air Force, and the 
British. Post Office. 








chrons, obtain their seemingly un- 
canny accuracy from the natural 
resonance frequencies of atoms or 
molecules of suitable elements. 
Among other purposes, the 
close measure of time thus 
achieved will be of great value 
in tracking satellites and inter- 
continental balistic missiles. 


Dr. Friedrich H. Reder, chief of 
the Signal Laboratory’s Atomic 
Resonance Branch and _ prime 
mover of Project WOSAC, points 
out that two fundamental factors 
were involved in the clock syn- 
chronization experiments. 

First, the cesium-beam Atomi- 
chrons had to be put in phase with 
eahc other. 

Secondly, it was necessary to 
demonstrate that the ocean-span-

quency radio could be used to 
transmit the controlling ticks of 
a master clock to a network of 
slave clocks to keep them run- 
ning at the same rate, or tick- 
ing together, once they were set 
in phase.

BUT THE PROBLEM remained 
of working out a feasible way of 
initially setting far-flung slave 
clocks in phase. A fast aircraft and 
a “flying clock” to serve an an in- 
termediary proved to be the 
answer. 

As the first step, three Atomi- 
chrons were installed at the Rome 
(N.Y.) Air Development Center as 
the master clock and their average 
tick taken as the standard. Another 
Atomichron (plus spares) was 
loaded on an Air Force KC-135 
jet tanker at Griffiss AFB at Rome 
and carefully synchronized with 
the master clock. 

Reder, Dr. Gernot M. Winkler 
and Charles Bickart, boarded the 
big jet craft and were flown some 


5000 miles south to Santiago, Chile. 

Meantime, the controlling signal 
from the master clock, under the 
supervision of Lt. Paul Brown of 
the Signal Laboratory (from Wash- 
ington, D.C.), was switched via a 
50-mile microwave radio link to the 
experimental very low frequency 
transmitter operated by the Navy 
Electronics Laboratory at Forest- 
port, N.Y. VLF monitoring equip- 
ment aboard the jet was used to 
keep the flying clock in synchron- 
ism with the master, and for re- 
lated radio propagation studies. 

At Santiago, the slave clock was 
set in phase with the Atomichron 
in the plane and the VLF signal 
from the master clock used to keep 
all of them running together.

Push Needed 


The trouble with the new quarters al- 
lowance rates proposed recently by the De- 
fense Department’s housing panel is that 
they are too small. Instead of an 181% per- 
cent increase, the group should have recom- 
mended rates which would cover actual in- 
creases in housing costs since the last ad- 
justment in the allowances, made years ago. 
(If there is any doubt that these costs have 
risen, ask any officer or enlisted man who 
has been on civilian component duty, and 
others who must live away from some of 
the amenities of on-post life.) 


A boost of 36 percent is justified, al- 
though there is no hope of attaining it. But 
if Defense “went in” with such a request 
in its dealings with Congress, it would be 
much more likely to come out with some- 
thing fairly reasonable. There are many 
budget-carvers between the panel recom- 
mendations and enactment into law of a 
quarters increase measure, and allowance 
should be made for them. This fact leads to 
misgivings as to what lies ahead for the 
1814-percent recommendation. 


The quiet approach in requesting mili- 
tary pay increases—whether they be basic, 
quarters, or some special pay — unfortu- 
nately is typical of previous lukewarm sup- 
port for measures of this kind. 


Champions of Civil Service and postal 
workers’ pay increases are never so timid. 
Employe groups and influential lawmakers 
“go in” for big CS raises, and they go in 
often. They sound off about “necessary 
raises.” They declare, loud and clear, that 
CS salaries “are dropping further and fur- 
ther behind comparable industrial sal- 
aries .’ Sen. Henry M. Jackson (D., 
Wash.) is just one of many influential per- 
sons currently supporting another CS pay 
hike. 

We are not disputing the senator and 
we certainly don’t disapprove of adequate 
pay for government workers. It should be 
noted, however, that civil servants have re- 
ceived two pay increases (10 percent in 
1958 and 714 percent last year) since the 
most recent military pay increase — which 
was an extremely small one for most grades. 
And now the big guns are booming for 
atill another. 





Contrast this with the relative silence - 


accompanying the current military quarters 
ailowance proposal. Indeed, Defense’s terse 
announcement that its housing panel had 
submitted recommendations dealt primarily 
with new housing units. It said nothing 
about quarters allowance money, although 
on questioning by reporters Defense ac- 
knowledged that “certain quarters in- 
creases” would be asked. It remained for 
Times reporters to dig out the details, how- 
ever. 

The apparent disinterest in military pay 
as contrasted with that of other govern- 
ment workers was also pointed up last year 
with enactment of the CS per diem measure 
putting the ceiling at $16. A similar move 
for the military failed; their top remains 
at $12. 

Obviously, servicemen comprise the lone 
group of government employes. without ef- 
fective pay champions, Since it is unlikely 
that “outside” groups will initiate moves 


to help them, the effort rightly becomes 


one for the Defense Department. It should 


vigorously sponsor pay imqrovernent for.

Looking for Something On-

Does the Kibitzer really know what 
“fully qualified” means? What must an 
officer accomplish in order to attain min- 
imum requirements? There are many 
references to minimum standards. What 
are these standards? 

I must ask as I asked before, “Do you 
or, for that matter, does any officer in 
the Army know what standards have been 
established as a requirement for promo- 
tion? If an officer cannot learn what 
standards he is expected to attain, how 
can he intelligently pursue a career as 
an officer?

‘Put a Period 


On Qualified’ 


APO 69, N.Y.: My compliments 
to Monte Bourjaily Jr. in the ki- 
bitzers’ bleachers for his effort to 
rationalize the position of “fully 
qualified but not best qualified” 
officers. In his article, “Put a Pe 
riod on Qualified,” he echoes, once 
again, that there is no stigma, no 
shame. If it were true, repetitious 
statements confirming it would be 
unnecessary. 

A status of not selected for pro- 
motion is neither recent nor new 
in the Army. The new twist is 
the “passed-by” application of the 
age-old “pass-over.” The connota- 
tion remains the same. Officers 
have unsuccessfully clamored for 
an explanation or clarification of 
this new application so they might 
know what they must-do or stop 
doing to advance. 

It is surprising that a journalist 
would label these quests for truth 
and information as “a great dis- 
service.” 

The efforts have been unorgan- 
ized for many reasons. Perhaps 
because fully qualified officers 
were not ashamed of their status, 
perhaps their cause is for a star- 
tling minority, perhaps they are 
loyal to the people (government) 
who have decreed that their status 
is a just and shameless one. But 
whatever the reason, it has already 
become apparent that all efforts 
will be fruitless. 

It would be a disservice to the 
country to reveal in detail the 
method and criteria for selection 
of the “best qualified” officers for 
— over the “fully quali- 


The needs of the service have 
dictated that fully qualified, “puri- 
fied” officers may not be advanced. 
It has also dictated that unpurified, 
unqualified officers previously re-

Just Love Sugar

People who wouldn’t dream of 
putting untested substances in- 
to their automobile engines 
seem to be perfectly willing to 
eat and drink anything. People 
apparently are willing to patron- 
ize any quack who promises to 
make them healthier, stronger, 
fatter or thinner, even. if the 
quack’s claims are ridiculous. 

For example, one California 
outfit years ago made a bushel 
of money by 
offering to sell 
“detoxifi- 
ers” with veg- 
etable salts 
that were “vi- 
brant and alive, 
not just masses 
of inert ma- } 
terial.” The ads | 
showed a big 
modern- 
istic factory, 
equipped with 
all kinds of 
machinery, where the detoxifier 
was manufactured for the bene- 
fit of all mankind. A chemical 
analysis revealed the stuff — 
otained from “virile” vegetables 
—was a cheap laxative, the fac- 
tory was really a barn and the 
equipment consisted of some 
buckets and shovels. 


Later, somebody began selling 
something called Cur-O-Sea, for 
which the ad read: 

“This everlasting source of 
health has given a new health 
outlook to thousands .. . a never 
ending source of radiant energy. 
There. is only one healer and 
that healer is Nature. Cur-O-Sea 
is one of the most glorious 
manifestations. Send $5 for the 
family size of one gallon.” 

La . * 


CUR-O-SEA was indeed a 
glorious manifestation of nature. 
It was the Pacific Ocean, as 
glorious an ocean as Nature ever 
made. The profit from each $5 
bottle of sea water must have 
been tremendous. 

Scores of cases like this are 
described in “The Nuts Among 
the Berries,” a book recently 
published by Ballantine (50 
cents in paperback). In it, the 
author, Ronald M. Deutsch, tells 
of the small newspaper ad in 
California that asked readers to 
send in a dime if they wanted 
to learn how to stop their cows 
from drooling. The’ad didn’t 
mention that cows just natur- 
ally drool, and there’s nothing 
wrong with it. People who sent 
in their dimes—and there were 
many of them—got back a post 
card on which was printed: 

“Teach your cow to spit.”

THE AMAZING thing about 
this case, author Deutsch says, is 
that prosecution failed because 
none of the victims admitted 
they were victims. They all 
agreed that they got 10 cents 
worth of advice for their dime, 
and that the adyice was per- 
fectly logical and practical. 

People hate to admit that 
they have been hornswoggled, 
so that it is extremely difficult 
to get convictions of medical 
fakers. One faker who did get 
run out of business, however, 
was a man who put ordinary tap 
water in bottles. He sold the 
bottle with the blue label as a 
tuberculosis cure, the red label 
was for.heart patients, and so 
on. 

For a long time there have 
been jokes about dehydrated 
water. It was no joke to the 
people who once put out a medi- 
cine called Zola. According to 
‘Nuts Among the Berries,” Zola 





was supposed to be concentrated 
water, and for one dollar the 
customer could mix it with 25 
gallons of every-day water, drink 
it and get healthy. Chemical 
analysis showed the stuff was a 
couple of cents worth of Epsom 
salts. The customer also got a 
30-page booklet for his money, 
but this was full of misinforma- 
tion.

ANOTHER company in Cali- 
fornia — California seems to he 
blessed with an ample number 
of health nuts along with all the 
others—put out something called 
Globulation. This was supposed 
to be a blend of choice Oriental 
fruits which was the real secret 
of virility among a tribe of head- 
hunters in the south Pacific. A 
12-week supply of Globulation 
cost $39.50, which is pretty ex- 
pensive for a mixture of prunes 
and dried fruit. 


It appears to be extremely 
easy to sell magic stuff to people 
who want to lose weight, even 
though the only way to lose 
weight is to eat less. 


There was one firm in Cali- 
fornia that even advertised 
“Gargle Your Fat Away!” The 
ad said all you had to do was 
gargle the stuff three times a 
day, and you would become nice 
and slim. The day after the first 
ad appeared, there was a line 
three-quarters of a block long 
at the store. Investigators who 
finally put the gargle people out 
of business learned that the 
gargle consisted of hydrogen 
peroxide, red color and oil of 
peppermint.

Our Invasions of Mexico

Through the efforts of its 
militant veterans, the United 
States contributed greatly to the 
overthrow of Spain in this hem- 
isphere. 

Every movie-goer can picture 
the brothers Lafitte, dashing pi- 
rates Pierre and Jean, and their 
aid to General Jackson at New 
Orleans; do they know, however, 
that the sea ‘soldiers of Bara- 
taria involved themselves in 
every foray against Mexico from 
1815 to 1821? 

Invasions were such a _ nui- 
sance that in 1813 the Spanish 
Mexican government offered 500 
pesos and a passport to Texas 
to any foreign Catholic who 
killed one of several prominent 
American filibusters. Protestants 
were offered half as much. 

BALTIMORE was _ headquar- 
ters for French refugees, many 
of them Napoleon’s officers flee- 
ing the Bourbons; meeting there 
with such fervent South Amer- 
ican revolutionaries as the Chil- 
ean Jose Miguel Carrera and the 
patriot of New Granada (Colum- 
bia), Mariano Montilla. 

Espoz y Mina, rebel from 
Spain, was in Annapolis in 1816 
soliciting aid for the Chile up- 
rising. In short order 200 French 
and American adventurers were 
on their way, among them Col. 
Guilford Dudley Young of Con- 
necticut who, like so many as- 
piring to a military career, was 
RFD’d at the end of the second 
war with England. 

Baltimore merchants provided 
a ship, the Caledonia, along with 
arms, ammuntion and cash. Jo- 
seph Bonaparte, in exile in Phil- 
adelphia, donated $100,000. De- 
spite a proper sendoff, many 
young volunteers “of the very 


first families” deserted at Port 
au Prince, Haiti, following a hur- 
ricane. The remaining 140, stag- 
ing at Galveston, were surprised 
and defeated by the Mexican 
General Arrendondo y Miono. 





by most people than what is 
open and obvious.

IN A WATER pipe, pressure 
applied at one end is not felt at 
the other unless the pipe is full 
of water. If the pipe is empty, 
the pressure is dissipated. But 
if the pipe is full, pressure at 
one end is felt immediately at 
the other. 


Reservists recalled to active 
duty are filling that pipe so that 
there will be an immediate re- 
action overseas if men are fed 
into the pipeline in the States. 
Reaction time is immediate. If 
it were necessary to fill the pipe 
because the reservists were not 
on active duty, reaction would 
not result when pressure was 
applied but only after the pipe 
was filled. 

In filling the pipeline, the 
Army has carried out the over- 
all intent of the Defense Depart- 
ment. and of the White House. 
But it has also, it appears, failed 
to make clear the purpose to 
those who have been called up. 
And in the recall mechanics 
there is an area of unfairness 
which will clearly result in con- 
gressional criticism from respon- 
sible sources.

THIS AREA has to do with 
the recall of individual “fillers” 
from the Ready Reserve Rein- 
forcement Pool. What seems to 
have happened is that corps 


have been called on to fill those 
units called up which had been

under their control. Obviously, 
when this happens, the corps 
first goes to its own reinforce- 
ment pool for fillers. It then, 
according to regulations, goes to 
other corps for help. 


Congressional sources _ indi- 
cate that they are not satisfied 
that the filler—usually an indi- 
vidual with little responsibility 
who need not be very highly 
skilled—has in all cases been 
the man whom the Army should 
have called. They indicate that 
they believe there has been 
rigidity, that when a_ specific 
MOS was required, corps per- 
sonnel officials did not make the 
best use of the six-month filler. 


When such a man had an un- 
needed MOS, they believe, he 
was passed over, even though he 
could have been used in a re- 
lated field. In his place corps 
called a man. who had contrib- 
uted more of his time by active 
service of two and even three 
years. 


. * » 
THESE SOURCES also _ be- 
lieve that transportation econ- 


omy was permitted to take prece- 
dence over equity to individuals. 
They point out, for example, 
that when a corps in the north- 
east could not fill a vacancy in a 
unit being sent to the southeast, 
a filler from the southeastern 
corps who had two years’ service 
was called in. This was done in 
spite of the fact that fillers with 
Only six months’ active duty 
were available in the northwest 


The Senate Armed Services 
committee’s members believe 
that such a course broke the 
promise made them by the Army 
and by Defense that those re- 
called would be to the greatest 
extent possible men who had not 
served extensively on _ active 
duty. 

Here is the real area in which 
criticism will be leveled. The 
Defense Department’s explana- 
tion had better be good. 
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a permanent 16-division struc- 
ture. There are only 14 perma- 
nent divisions now, plus two Na- 
tional Guard divisions called to 
active duty on a temporary (one 
year or less) basis. 

The Army’s argument for 16 
divisions—a million-man army— 
is based on maintaining a rea- 
sunable balance between its 
fixed overseas commitments and 
a strong and flexible strategic 
reserve in the continental 
United States. 

Overseas commitments at pres- 
ent include five divisions in 
Germany (two armored and three 
infantry) plus three infantry 
divisions in the Pacific theater, 
of which two are in Korea and 
one which acts as theater re- 
serve in Hawaii. 

There are now six permanent 
divisions in the continental U.S. 
—three infantry, one armored 
and two airborne. The Army 
leadership considers this dan- 
gerousiy lacking in depth for 
prompt response to emergencies. 

The airborne divisions, for ex- 
ample, are true “fire-brigade” 
outfits. With the build-up of 
transport aircraft now in prog- 
ress, airborne units can soon 
be moved rapidly to any global 
danger spot. In some emer- 
gencies, timely arrival may be 
more important than weight and 
staying power, in which airborne 


divisions are somewhat lacking. 
*- 7” > 


HOWEVER, in any situation 
where our troops must stay on 
the job—perhaps in combat— 
for any appreciable length of 
time, the Army considers it bet- 
ter to replace an airborne divi- 
sion by a heavier, more strongly 
supported infantry division as 
soon as this is possible (the 
time difference in arrival being 
usually that between air move- 
ment and sea movement). 

This not only provides a more 
appropriate type of unit for a 
long-pull job, but recovers the 
airborne division with its fast 
response for use in some other 
emergency. 

Ideally, therefore, the Strate- 
gic Army Corps — the Army’s 
overall “fire brigade” set-up—

tba LATEST word in Washington is that Secretary 
of Defense Robert S. McNamara has finally agreed 
with the Army’s long-sustained contention that it needs 


should have two airborne divi- 
siens and two infantry divisions. 
This would provide initial re- 
sponse and follow-through for 
two different emergency situa- 
tions. Behind STRAC, there 
should be a solid, powerful strik- 
ing force of two armored and 
two infantry divisions, primarily 
designed to reinforce the Seventh 
Army in Germany, but usable 
also in Korea or elsewhere. 

The total divisional structure 
would- thus be eight divisions 
overseas and eight in the conti- 
nental U.S., plus outlying gar- 
risons in Alaska, Panama, Oki- 
nawa and Berlin and a mobile 
missile command in_ northern 
Italy. 

The European and Pacific the- 
aters might also be provided 
with an airborne brigade apiece 
for fast reaction to local “brush 
fire” situations. 

All this adds up to an Army 
of approximately 1-million offi- 
cers and men instead of the 
870,000 figure to which the Army 
was restricted until this year’s 
increases were put through. 

* * - 

ONE VERY strong argument 
for the change—perhaps the ar- 
gument that has proved persua- 
Sive with Secretary McNamara 
—is that the lower figure makes 
it difficult for the Army to meet 
sudden caHs for _ substantial 
forces without calling up Na- 
tional Guardsmen or Reservists. 
This entails considerable dis- 
content and dislocation of indi- 
vidual lives, éspecially when, as 
at present, the numbers actually 
needed are modest and do not 
add up to anything like a gen- 
eral mobilization. Charges of 
discrimination can hardly be 
avoided in such circumstances, 
as we are discovering right now. 

It might be better—and more 


economical—to provide a modest ' 


increase in full-time soldiers and 
thus avoid both the military 
time-lag and the political liabil- 
ities occasioned by calling out 
reserve personnel to meet emer- 
gencies which may be temporary 
or which may fade away before 
a show of force. 








No Caste System in Medicine —

Even before the shoe pinches, 
one is inclined to protest that it 
might. I’ve just read a Commen- 
tary in Army Times concerning 
senior “non-practicing” medical 
officers and it seems to me that 
some sort of reply is in order 
since I’m placing myself in the 
position of the ones criticized. 

The practice of medicine is an 
honorable profession and from 
very early times has been recog- 
nized as such. Also, from almost 
its beginning it has been known 
that no one physician could pos- 
sibly know, nor could he acquire, 
al] the knowledge necessary to 
be “all things to all men.” 

Division of professional re- 
sponsibility and specialization in 
greater or Jesser degree has 
been a natural outgrowth of the 
necessity to provide optimum 
medical care. 

7 a * 

THAT THERE SHOULD BE 
differences of opinion among the 
many specialists is understand- 
able and even expected — but 
that there should be a depreca- 
tion and denouncement of one 
branch of medicine by another 
is deplorable. This can only lead 
to a further lessening of esteem 
of the entire medical profession. 
One cannot criticize one’s right 
hand or left foot without criticiz- 
ing the whole of one’s self. 

The crude attempt to make a 
distinction between a “practic- 
ing” and “non-practicing” phy- 
sician is black propaganda, em- 
ploying a self-determined defini- 
tien — a semantic ploy that will 
not escape the more intellectual 
reader but that will create 
doubt, even grave uncertainty, 
in the many less well-informed 
concerning medical practice. 

All physicians, whether en- 
gaged as hospital commanders, 
public health administrators, 
pathologists, dermatologists or 
research workers and _ profes- 
sors, are “practicing physicians.” 
That some may be held in higher 
or lesser esteem by their col- 
leagues is, or should be, depend- 
ent more upon individual] per- 
formance than upon the position 
occupied. To single out those 
who have devoted most of their 
professional time and talents to 
public health activities and ad- 
ministrative medicine as _ less 
qualified or inferior in some way 
is a grave self-inflicted wound 
on the medical profession.

THIS LOGIC could lead to the 
establishment of a caste system 
in which your own specialization 
or interest dermatology, 
radiology, surgery or proctology 


— would head the list and all 
other branches of medicine 
would be inferior in descending 
order. 

Our profession could not toler- 
ate such a dissection and analy- 
sis. First of all, it could never be 
agreed upon. Secondly, it would 
cause great harm to the profes- 
sion as a whole. 

It is not my purpose here to 
debate the merits of any one 
branch of medicine, but since 
the publie health “practicioners” 
have been singled out for criti- 
cism it might be appropriate to 
point out that many more lives 
have been saved and much more 
suffering alleviated through the 
practice of “public health” than 
individual physicians have ever 
accomplished.

THE CONQUEST OF MAN 
over malaria, polio, rabies, ty- 
phoid and yellow fever are 
tributes primarily to the public 
health practitioner — not to the 
individual practicing physician. 

Without attempting to choose 
up sides and draw firm battle 
lines, let us all be thankful that 
the medical profession: has been 
humble enough to recognize its 


limitations and so specialize as 


to provide the broadest fund of 
knowledge for the most people. 

Whether our hospital com- 
mander or senior command sur- 
geon be dermatologist, public 
health expert, laboratory man, 
brain surgeon or pediatrician is 
not nearly so important as 
whether he is a sincere, dedicat- 
ed officer who has the best in- 


_ terests of his patients at heart 


and is willing to use all available 
medica] talent to insure the ex- 
cellent medical care our mili- 
tary and their dependents have 
become accustomed to and- have 
the right to expect.

Red-U.S. Strength Ratio Put at 2.5:1

FORT MONROE, Va.—The Soviet army today has about 
150 line divisions, the Assistant Chief of Staff for Intel- 


ligence said this week. 


Maj. Gen. A. R. Fitch said that 
although the Russians have an- 
nounced that they are extending 
the service of some draftees, the 
U.S. expects the number of Soviet 
line divisions to remain “at around 
150.” Early next year, the U.S. 
will have 16 combat ready divi- 
sions. A 150 to 16 comparison 
may look gloomy, but the com- 
parison may be deceptive. A Soviet 
numerical advantage of about 2.5 
to 1 may be more realistic. 

Speaking at the eighth annual 
conference of civilian aides to the 
Secretary of the Army at Fort 
Monroe, Fitch discussed Soviet 
manpower, divisions and nuclear 
doctrine. 

= . 

HE TOLD the civilian aides that 
shortly after the end of War II, 
the Russians cut their military 
strength to about four million, a 
drop of more than six million from 
their wartime military strength. 
Nearly three million of the postwar 
strength was in ground forces. 

Except for a buildup during the 


Korean War, the strength of Soviet 
ferces remained “nearly stable 
until 1958,” Fitch said, “after 


which some reductions were made 
by weeding out misfits, eliminating 
surplus officer and administrative 
personnel, and an overall stream- 
lining that accompanied the mod-

ernization and mechanization 
program underway since mid- 
1947.” 


Nearly two years ago, Khrush- 
chev announced that Red forces 
numbered 3.6 million men and 
that during the 1960-61 period this 
force would be reduced one-third 
to less than 2.5 million men.

FITCH EXPLAINED that the 
Russian leader had “compelling 
reasons—political and economic, 
as well as military —for carrying 
out the cut he projected.” The 
Assistant Chief of Staff for Intel- 
saw the reduction 
prompted by a need for workers 
since the Soviet labor force was 
diminishing instead of growing, 
and political considerations. 

“Politically, the reduction an- 
nouncement was timed to obtain 
maximum benefits for the Soviet 
position on disarmament and to 
induce a slowdown in Western 
military programs. Militarily, a 
reduction was made feasible by 
the modernization of the Soviet 
army, the increasing confidence of 
the Soviets in their attainments in 
guided missiles and nuclear 
weapons, and their belief that 
these developments would permit 
the establishment of a smaller 
force without the sacrifice of mili- 
tary potential.” 

During 1960 and early 1961, 
American intelligence had reason 
to believe that Soviet armed forces

By THE SPRING OF 1961, it 
became apparent that the armed 
forces reduction program had been 
halted. In July 1961, Khrushchev 
publicly announced that manpower 
cuts had been suspended and that 
the Soviet military budget for 1961 
would be increased by one-third. 

Together these actions would 
have allowed the Soviets to main- 
tain for the foreseeable future a 
total armed force of three million, 
with about 2.2 million in a 150- 
division ground force.” 

In addition to airborne divisions, 
the Russians have two basic divi- 
sions, Fitch noted, the motorized 
rifle division and the tank division. 
Although streamlined and_ re- 
equipped for mobility and fire- 
power, these divisions are organized 
much like their War II predeces- 
sors.

FITCH GAVE these details on 
Russian divisions: 

@ The motorized rifle division 
has more than 200 tanks and could 
be more accurately described as 
a light armored division. The divi- 


sion has three motorized rifle 
regiments, tank, artillery, AAA 
regiments, service and support 
elements. 


@ The tank division has over 
300 tanks. It has a heavy tank 
regiment, two medium tank regi- 
ments. a motorized rifle regiment, 
artillery and AAA regiments plus 
support units. 

The tank and motorized rifle 
divisions are grouped into two 
types of armies: a combined-arms 
army, usually four motorized rifle 
divisions and one tank division, and 
a tank army, normally four tank 
divisions. 

* * 

HE POINTED OUT that Soviet 
tactical doctrine has been modified 
to incorporate nuclear weapons for 
delivery by missiles and aircraft. 
Emphasis is given to armor, dis- 
persion and mobility to exploit 
their own nuclear firepower and 
to reduce casualties from enemy 
fires. 

According to Fitch, Soviet’ tac- 
tical concepts visualize a ground 





offensive in a nuclear environment 
as having two major distinguishing 
characteristics: sudden, simulta- 
neous nuclear strikes at targets in 
the entire depth of enemy de- 
fenses, and a fluid battlefield on 
which nuclear strikes are exploited 
by rapid, deep armor thrusts to 
secure vital objectives and to 
prevent enemy reorganization. 

“Their scheme of deployment 
commits units in successive waves 
or echelons with the intention of 
providing follow-up forces to en- 
gage by-passed enemy troops, to 
replace forward units that might 
be eliminated by an enemy strike, 
or to pass through forward 
echelons. to maintain momentum. 
Conventiaonal artillery retains a 
prominent role, not only in prep- 
aration fires in coordination with 
nuclear strikes, but in accompany- 
ing and supporting the adavncing 
units,” the intelligence official 
revealed. 

“To reach objectives with mini- 
mum delay, it is planned to keep 
an advance moving night and day. 
Toward this end the Soviets have 
emphasized --night operations in 
their training program.” 

* = * 


FITCH SAID that the Russians 
have nuclear weapons in all major 
echelons. Support for division oper- 
ations can be provided by a free 
rocket and a guided missile. Both 
are mounted on a track chassis. 
He said that the 203mm_ gun- 
howitzer, the 310mm _ gun, and 
heavy motars from higher com- 
mands may also have a nuclear 
capability. 

For army and what the general 
called “front targets,” there are, 
he said, long range, guided mis- 
siles. The Soviet army has also its 
own organic air support. 

Changes in Soviet tactical doc- 


trine, Fitch admitted, can’t be 
predicted with certainty. But, 
“current trends,’ he _ -declared, 


“clearly indicate that the employ- 
ment of large armored forces and 
conventional artillery will be con- 
tinued, while nuclear delivery 
means within the front will be 
increased. It is likely, therefore, 
that the Soviets will retain a dual 
capability in their ground forces 
for the foreseeable future.”

IN 1955-1956 a large number of 
senior officers were notified that 
they would be eliminated because 
they could not qualify for retire- 
ment before reaching the age 55. 
Was this a purifying process? 

What about the hundreds of of- 
ficers who were given field grade 
promotions and then RIF’d before 
they could even pay the bill for the 
promotion party they sponsored? 
Remember when a promotion in a 
field grade was looked upon as a 
“kiss-of-death” by Reserve of- 
ficers?

The Kibitzer makes reference to 
prospective employers. What are 
they to imply from such state- 
ments on a discharge? Are they 
provided with a special glossary of 
terms so that they can interpret 
what is meant by fully-qualified- 
but-not-promoted, _ twice-failed-to- 
qualify, standard, ‘satisfactory, and 
a host of other categorical repre- 
sentations? 

Since the recipient of a separa- 
tion notice that indicates “twice

Army Buys New, 
Cheaper 105mm 


Practice Round 


WASHINGTON — “Sizable 
quantities” of a new training and 
practice 105mm round for the M-60 
battle tank are being purchased by 
the Army, Ordnance officials here 
revealed this week. 

They said that the practice 
round is considerably cheaper 
than regular ammunition and does 
not have the high explosive war- 
head of normal 105mm ammuni- 
tion.

The new training and practice 
round is expected to allow tanks 
to fire their weapons more at their 
home stations. Armor units have 
normally travelled to Fort Stewart, 
Ga., and Fort Irwin, Calif., for 
Army training tests and other ex- 
ercises.

Zeus Passes First 3-Stage 
Firing Test at White Sands 


WASHINGTON—The successful firing of a three-stage Nike Zeus anti-missile missile 
was delayed last week while radars at White Sands Missile Range, N.M. helped track 
space chimp Enos on his globe circling journey. 


Range officials cooperated with 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration to track 
Enos and then returned to White 
Sands’ top missile job — devel- 
opment and testing of the U.S’s. 
most advanced defense against the 
ICBM. 

A statement issued at White 
Sands said that all three Zeus 
rocket motors were fired in a “‘suc- 
cessful first test of its kind.” 

The firing was said to be the 
initial test of “the relatively small 
third stage reaction motor.” This 
power plant is used to maneuver 
the anti-missile warhead at ex- 
tremely high altitudes. The White 
Sands announcement pointed out 
that the third stage has a sec- 
ondary propulsion function. 

Brig. Gen. John E. Zierdt, com- 
mander of the Army Rocket and 
Guided Missile Agency, said the 
third motor fired as it would in 
an operational firing. 

Other aims of the shot included 
further testing of the Zeus’ guid- 
ance and control systems and its 
commands from its ground control 
guidance center. In planned Zeus 
operations, an electronic brain will 
furnish commands to guide the 
antimissile missile to its target. 

While the Zeus was recording 
its fourth consecutive success 
there were reports that the tenta-

Delicate measuring equipment 
was positioned at varying dis- 
tances around the missile pad to 
record heat and blast as the mis- 
sile fired. 

Although troops” would be’ pro- 
tected in prepared positions dur- 
ing a Pershing launch, the Army 
said that measuring instruments 
were set up in unprotected posi- 
tions “to obtain initial data.” 

Information available after the 
firing indicated that all test aims 
were met and that the Pershing 
impacted on the Atlantic missile 
range. 





Pershing. is in advanced re- 
search and development and pro- 
duction contracts on the -missile 
have been awarded. It will replace 
the Redstone missile as a selective 
range weapon. Pershing has a 
range far greater than the Red- 
stone and in excess of the range 
limitation imposed on Army mis- 
siles, 

In other missile developments, 
two contracts for more than $14 
million were. awarded for work on 
the Nike Hercules missile. The 
Army also announced that $5 mil- 
lion was going to Raytheon for 
ground support equipment for the 
Hawk air defense missile, and 
$3.2 million for production of sol- 
id fuel motors for the Pershing.

WILLIAM C. DOHERTY, presi- 
dent of the National Association 
of Letter Carriers, the largest of 
the government unions, wants to 
raise a common fund among un- 
ions of $500,000 for the drive. The 
fund would be spent by the Gov- 
ernment Employes Council made 
up of some 14 AFL-CIO unions. 

But the other unions. have turn- 
ed the idea down.

spend their own money and Doher- 
ty can spend his. 

What they fear about the com- 
mon fund is that Doherty would 
largely dictate how it was spent 
and would take the credit for the 
results. 

Doherty angered other union of- 
ficials after the 1960 pay bill 
passed over the President’s veto 
by claiming sole credit for his 
union. He is a skilled unionist, 
but the other unions worked hard 
for the raise too and didn’t like 
Doherty taking all the credit in 
public statements. 

He angered other government 
union leaders further when he 
tried to organize other types of 
employes, including classified 
workers, under his Letter Carriers’ 
banner. Other postal unions, as 
well as the classified employe un- 
ion, the American Federation of 





Government Employes, have had 
their- battles with Doherty. 

There has been a lot of back- 
stage bickering among the grand 
panjandrums of the various unions 
and it could have an adverse ef- 
fect on the pay drive. 

For the union leaders this time 
there will be two objectives: get 
the raise and get the credit for 
it.

THE SENATE SUBCOMMITTEE 
on Constitutional Rights, which 
will hold hearings next year to 
see if servicemen’s rights are pro- 
tected, will also look into the 
question of civilian employe 
rights.

R&D at Same Cost 


By a Times Staff Writer 


MINNEAPOLIS—The Army is trying to improve 
its own research ability without spending signifi- 
cantly more money, the Assistant Secretary of the 
Army for Research and Development said last week. 

The official, Finn J. Larsen, said an internal 
research and development capability “pays .high 
dividends in the form of creating and maintaining 
the Army’s technical and administrative competence 
in the design, evaluation, and direction of projects.” 
He pointed out that the Army sees the necessity 
for keeping a balance between its own competence 
and costs, and the competence and costs in private 
industry. 

Larsen may. have reassured some segments of 
the research industry when he told the vehicular 
communications group of the Institute of Radio En- 
gineers in Minneapolis that the Army will continue 
to contract for most of its research work. Companies 
which depend on Army research contracts have been 
uneasy recently over a possible major shift of the 
research load to Army labs. 

Larsen said that “some of the organizational 
changes which are taking place in the Army will in 
the very near future, affect our research and de- 
velopment organization. 

“In every case the changes are being made in 
such a manner that it will be easier to achieve re- 
sponsible and prompt decisions.” 

. * * 


SPEAKING OF Army objectives, he noted that 
concerted effort from industry as well as the Army 
is required if leadtime is going to be shortened. 
Under recently announced policy, the Army’s lead- 
time objective is four years or less. 

While pointing out that he did not feel that the 
pay of engineers and scientists has increased to 
excessive levels, Larsen added “I feel strongly that 
they cannot continue to increase (significantly) 
without serious implications to our country’s de- 
fense operations. 

“This is an especially serious situation since the 
level of spending has increased in the three mili- 
tary services, and is being augmented by NASA 
spending which will be about fifty percent as great 
as the ent of Defense expenditures for re- 
search and development.” 

The Assistant R&D Secretary also declared that 
“many industrial firms which bid on military con- 
tracts have less than a desirable degree of com- 
petence.” This, he noted, has been especially true 
in the electronics field where it is comparatively 
easy for a few engineers with a good idea to obtain 
a small.contract with the military. 

A few months later, Larsen told the radio en- 
gineers, founders of this company may find them- 
selves submerged in administrative or business de- 
tails and trying to handle several contracts with 
an inadequate engineering staff.

4th Army Warns Pilots Against 
Flying Over Restricted Areas 


FORT SAM HOUSTON, Tex.—Fourth Army warned private pilots this week that 
they could be shot down if they flew over restricted areas in the Southwest. 


Restricted locations are above 
Fort Bliss, Tex., Fort Hood, Tex., 
Fort Sill, Okla., Fort Polk, La., Fort 
Chaffee, Ark., and missile ranges 
in New Mexico. 

According to Col. Lester F. 
Schockner, Fourth Army aviation 
officer, military and commercial 
pilots — but to a lesser degree 
than private pilots have violated 
safety regulations and flown over 
restricted areas. 


Over one. area, Schockner said, 
37 air violations were reported in 








one month. He disclosed that an 
Army missile unit came within two 
seconds of sending a missile to 
knock down what it believed to be 
a target drone, only to discover 
just in time that the target picked 
up by radar was a_ twin-engine 
plane. Officials said, the aircraft 
had, blundered into the area. 
The Army is firing Nike Ajax 
and Hercules missiles almost daily 
at ranges in New Mexico. Hawk 
missile units from Fort Bliss as 
well as units from NATO nations 





go to McGregor Range, N.M., 
fire their weapons. 

Operational Nike batteries from 
all over the nation as well as 
Europe are required to fire at least 
once a year at McGregor Range.

“As far as numbers (of paid 
drill spaces, which total 700,000 
in FY 1962) go, I think there will 
be some adjustments that will be 
made in good, common sense, but 
no significant reduction in the 
numbers.”

STAHR’S STATEMENT, along 
with. others made at a press con- 
ference this week, apparently can 
be taken as a vote of confidence 
in the reserve program. 

He admitted that there had been 
difficulties and mistakes made in 
the current call-up. These have 
been identified and action is be- 
ing taken to overcome them. 

“The call-up of Army National 
Guard and Army Reserve units,” 
he said, “has gone exceedingly 
well.

There are also career plans for 
general staff and specialists, in- 
cluding: Army Aviation officer; 
Atomic Energy and R&D careers; 
Civil Affairs careers; Foreign 
Area Specialist Training (FAST) 
Program careers; Information Of- 
ficer; Intelligence careers; Army 
Security Agency careers; and 
Logistics Officer careers. 

The pamphlet doesn’t hesitate 
to call a spade a spade and points 
out: “There are no formal career 
fields for personnel, operations or 
comptrollership. However, it is pos- 
sible to select a career pattern 
which concentrates on assignments 
in these areas.” ° 


TO DO THIS officers are ad- 
vised to make use of the Officer 
Preference Statement. This re- 
vised form today can _ contain 
much information not previously 
included. It will be considered 
more seriously by branch assign- 
ment divisions than in the past. 

The widely used and seldom un- 
derstood phrase “branch qual- 
ified” is defined in the revised 
pamphlet. 

“Branch Qualified Officer (is) 
an officer who possesses the fol- 
lowing attributes: 

“(1) Tactically and technically 
qualified for a variety of, but not 
necessarily all, branch material as- 


signments appropriate to his 
branch. 
“(2) Physically qualified to 


meet the demands of most, but 
not necessarily all, assignments ex- 
pected of officers of his grade and 
branch. 

“(3) Has successfully completed 
sufficient branch assignments to 
receive equivalent credit for ca- 
reer schools commensurate with 
grade and years of service. 

“(4) Demonstrated either the 
ability or potential to command 
at an echelon appropriate to his 
present grade and branch, with 
the indicated ability to command 
at the next higher echelon.” 

+ + “ 

ANOTHER DEFINITION is im- 
portant to all officers on active 
duty, regardless of component: 

“(A) ‘Professional’ or ‘Career’ 
Officer (is) a Regular Army of- 
ficer, or an officer of the reserve 
components on active duty who 
plans to remain on active duty 
and make the Army his career.” 

The pamphlet demonstrates 
that performance rather than po- 
tential is now the most important 
factor in the Army’s rating sys- 
tem. 

Career planning, according to 
the pamphlet, is designed to as- 
sure that “all officers have equal 
opportunity . . . on the basis of 
demonstrated merit.” 

“The most significant measure 
of potential,” the pamphlet says 
in another place, “is how an of- 
ficer has done the jobs he has 
been assigned — not whether he 
has just filled all assignment 
blocks that constitute the tradi- 
tional well-rounded career.” 


THE PAMPHLET makes it clear 
also that the “generalist” no long- 
er occupies the preeminent place 
that he once held. It says: 

“While the well-rounded versa- 
tile career officer is still required, 
the Army is too complex to be 
completely mastered by an indi- 
vidual during his career . 
There is a need for a e num- 
ber of broadly trained individuals 
who, through repeated tours in 
the same or complementary areas 
at different levels of command, 
are particularly well versed in cer- 
tain aspects of Army activities 
. . « (The generalist) would re- 
ceive the same consideration he 
is now given, but attention would

also be paid to the person who 
is exceptional in only one area to 
the extent that the Army requires 
such talent.” 

And further, “Within the frame- 
work of Army requirements, as- 
signment from midcareer forward 
(after the 15th year, about) should 
accent the officer’s strong points.” 

* > * 

TWO OTHER ELEMENTS in ca- 
reer planning receive emphasis. 

“In any war or major national 
emergency,” the pamphlet says, 
“citizen soldiers will comprise the 
bulk of the Army.” 

For this reason, Civilian Com- 
ponent and instructor duty is of 
great importance in career devel- 
opment. Officers “must be famil- 
iar with the problems, training re- 
quirements, and psychological out- 
look of personnel in the reserve 
components and of trainees from 
civilian life.” 

This is about as close as the 
pamphlet ever comes to stating 
the traditional view that the Reg- 
ular (now the Active) Army is 
essentially a “cadre” force which 
must be expanded in time of war 
with civilians, Reserve or draftee. 

* s o 

THE SECOND MATTER that 
gets repeated emphasis is counsel- 
ing. This is related to the counsel- 
ing requirements under the new 
efficiency reporting system. 

According to the pamphlet, 
counseling, particularly early in an 
officer’s career, is one of the 
most important if not the most 
important means available to the 
immediate and intermediate com- 
mander in helping his subordinates 
develop as career soldiers. 

There is even provision for a 
kind of counseling by branch as- 
signment divisions in unusual 
cases. Paragraph 20 of the pam- 
phlet covers in detail the consult- 
ing concept.

without an actual check into an 
EM’s exact financial status. No 
definite yardstick was set at wh ch 
collections should be made but it 
was said that collection “will ‘se 
made in monthly installments in 
reasonable amounts.” This is o:t- 
lined in paragraph 13-71 in “R 
37-104 which should be used as 
a guide for unit personnel or ac- 
counting officers. 

In that regulation, the term “rea- 
sonable amounts” is defined “1s 
meaning an amount which wou:d 
be adjudged by a prudent in'i- 
vidual to be equitable to both the 
government and the individual.” 

In cases of indebtedness, unit 
commanders should call in EM and 
discuss their entire financial as- 
sets and budget, and then try to 
work out a schedule of repaymenis 
which will retire debts as quickly 
as possible. 

The circular concluded that 
“since the unit commanders has 
a responsibility to the government 
as well as to the personnel under 
his command, it is imperative that 
the provisions of paragraph 13-71 
a (1), AR 37-104 (the regulation 
cited above) be fully complied 
with.”

Professor Sees 


Red Failure

aya eet eee prize winner and Harvard history 
professor Oscar Handlin writes about what 
he says is the failure of communism in 
ATLANTIC (December). He feels that the recently 
announced program of the Communist Party of the 
Soviet Union telling the Russian people how wonderful 
their life would be in 20 years was another effort to 
hide the failure of the communist system. Handlin 
claims that “the most pronounced failure has occurred 
in the chosen field of communist tactics—economic 
development — and particularly in that sector of it 
which bears most directly on thé welfare of the peo- 
ple.” Besides conditions in Russia, Handlin points to 
failures of the Red system in the satellites, especially 
East Germany and Red China. Just as West Berlin’s 
prosperity proved an unbearable sore, he writes, “be- 
fore very long, Hong Kong will prove an irritating 
thorn in the side of the communist rulers.” 
w 


In a discussion of air defense weapons, Douglas’ 
PROGRESS (4th quarter) says that the Air Force’s 
high velocity air-to-air Genie rocket is the “Sunday 
punch of the (AF) Air Defense Command.” One 
interceptor plane, armed with Genie, has the ability 
to destroy an entire bomber formation, says Douglas. 
The nuclear weapon has a range of about six miles.

The defense marketing magazine, DATA (Novem- 
ber) has Lt. Gen. H. John H. Hinrichs, Chief of 
Ordnance, on the cover. Inside there is a capsule re- 
port on Ordnance activity. DATA says: “Not long ago 
there were few who cared to predict a bright future 
for Army Ordnance. Its ace rocket team and space 
facilities had been transferred to the civilian space 
agency; the Air Force had the intermediate range 
missile role . . . the Army appeared to be fighting a 
losing battle for the $2.5 billion a year it insisted it 
needed to stay ahead of creeping obsolescence.” The 
magazine credits the New Frontier and the Berlin 
crisis with giving Ordnance a shot in the arm. 


The author of “The Rise and Fall of the Third 
Reich,” William L. Shirer, speculates in LOOK (19 
December) on what life in the U.S. would be like if 
Hitler had won War II. . . . HOLIDAY (December) 
declares it wants to educate its readers. Charlton 
Ogburn Jr., who last year did a fine piece on the Army. 
begins an educational series with the State Depart: 
ment. . . . The National Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration’s solid fuel scout rocket is known as the 
“poor man’s rocket” and SPACE WORLD (December) 
promises that even cheaper rockets are on the way. 
They include the Rambler rocket being developed by 
a university, and a four stage 300,000 pound thrust 
rocket called Chicago III. 


Among the far right wing groups, says NEWS- 
WEEK (4 December), there is a rising star, resigned 
Maj. Gen. Edwin A. Walker. According to NEWS: 
WEEK’s story, Walker has these views: He dislikes 
Mad magazine, USIA head Ed Morrow and Harvard 
University. An aide is supposed to have told the 
magazine that Walker thought Harvard was a bad 
place, a factory where comenntets were made. 


Sen. Paul Douglas, (D., Ill.), says that if the Reds 
insist on trying to make East Berlin a part of the 
Soviet Zone, we should insist that those areas of the 
Soviet Zone that our forces overran—such as Saxony 
and Thuringia—revert to us. Writing in THE RE- 
PORTER (7 December) Douglas says a fair settlement 
of the Berlin question must include an “absolute 
guarantee of the real freedom of the city.” Douglas 
says that “it would seem to me that we would not only 
insist on access, but perhaps also punch a hole in the 
wall somewhere else in order to assert our rights.”

MSgt. Townsend H. McCaskey says in INFANTRY 
(November-December) that any infantrymen can put 
together a simple survival kit that could save his life. 
Composed of easily available materials, the kit would 
be no bigger than a car wax container. Some of the 
things in the kit are a sling shot rubber for killing 
small game, cord, nails cut in half for use as spear 
points, razor blades and matches. INFANTRY also 
continues its series on reorganization of the infantry 
division. ;

Perhaps reflecting some of the spirit of a National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration press release, 
SKYLINE (Vol. 19, #4) points out that the $1.2 billion 
that NASA will spend for space research and develop- 
ment next year will be exchanged “not on the moon, 
but in every market place of the nation”... . FIELD 
& STREAM (December) suggests that “probably our 
least known fish is the Rio Grande perch, a distant 
relative of the murderous South American piranha. 
The magazine says Texans give little attention to the 
“guinea perch,” but adds that it has possibilities as a 
game fish.

Do the Nazis Flourish 
In Today's Germany? 


THE NEW GERMANY AND THE OLD 
NAZIS, by T. H. Tetens. Random House, N.Y., 
$4.95. METAPOLITICS: The Roots of the 
Nazi Mind, by Peter Viereck. Capricorn Books, 
N.Y. (Paperback), $1.57.

(THOSE Americans who are deeply concerned about 

the German powder-keg in Europe may gain some 
useful information from Mr. Tetens’ timely warning of 
neo-Nazi trends in West Germany—but they'll get the 
same one-sided view from any of Mr. Khrushchev’s re- 
cent polemics against the Bonn republic’s threat to 
peace. 

In his 21st chapter, the author attempts to ward off 
anticipated criticism by a casual admission that “other 
important areas of German life . . . have been excluded 
from consideration in order to deal more fully with the 
central theme of this book—whether or not Nazism is 
still alive.” 

Well, he proves it is—in case you had any doubts. 
Old Nazis are installed in high positions, in the federal 
government, in the courts, in local governments, in 
industry, schools, and news media. Former storm- 
troopers are treated as heroes occasionally. Anti- 
semitic incidents occur. Swastika-daubings occur in 
rashes. 

Consistent with the author’s over-simplified views, 
he lays the blame on the U.S. and other allies because 
they “did not create a climate for democracy” and gave 
little encouragement to the “few potential German 


‘leaders who had democratic or antimilitaristic senti- 


ments.” 
. . . 

FOR READERS who want a broader understanding 
of what makes the German mind tick, ‘“Metapolitics” 
will be far more rewarding. First issued in 1941, the 
revised edition includes a brief new survey of the 
modern scene which also notes that “renewed alertness 
against high-placed ex-Nazis in Bonn is indispensable.” 

However, Dr. Viereck, in tracing the sources of Nazi 
philosophy in German romantic poetry, music and social 
thought, gives due weight to the continuing force of 
Christian-Judaic ethics. He sees the Germans as a 
deeply civilized people, critically infected with a 
daemonic virus of pagan romanticism.

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THE SEA ’VENTURE, by F. Van Wyck 
Mason. Doubleday, N.Y., $5.75.

FoR the second time this year Van Wyck Mason has 
based a novel on the spectacular accomplishment of 
one of England’s naval heroes. “Manila Galleon” dealt 
with Commo. Sir George Anson’s voyage around the 
world. The Sea ’Venture is concerned with Adm. Sir 
George Somers’ voyage to Virginia in 1609-1610. 


Again Mr. Mason uses the technique with which he 
is expert. He collects available information concerning 
the incident he describes and adds a few plausible fic- 
titious characters. However, he adheres to facts when 
such are known and is meticulously careful in avoiding 
distortion of prominent historic figures. 


In his foreword he tells the reader which characters 

are fictional; only two of these appear in this book. 
~ * * 

THE JAMESTOWN settlement having failed to 
prosper, the Virginia Company was reorganized early in 
1609 and a more liberal charter was granted by King 
James I. The Council of the Company, headed by Sir 
Thomas Smythe, appointed Lord De la Warre governor 
and prepared the largest expedition yet dispatched to 
Virginia. 

Nine ships under the command of Adm. Sir George 
Somers sailéd from Plymouth 2: June. Included were 
600 colonists, supplies, seeds and livestock. There was 
a small detachment of soldiers under Gen. Sir Thomas 
Gates, newly-appointed deputy governor of Virginia. 
Lord De la Warre’s departure was delayed until the 
following year. 


After separation in a four day hurricane, seven of 
the ships reached Virginia. The flagship, the Sea Ad- 
venture, was grounded on a Bermuda reef to prevent 
her sinking. No lives were lost in the landing but the 
large guns and a large portion of the supplies remained 
in the ship. Until this incident Bermuda was unin- 
habited. The lush vegetation and abundant fish and 
game provided welcome relief from the rigors of the 
voyage. 

* - . 

ALTHOUGH Sir George Somers was supreme at sea, 
Sir Thomas Gates was in command ashore. These twu 
gentlemen differed in background, temperament and 
viewpoint. Hence their differences provide a good deal 
of the content of the story. Nine months after the 
Bermuda landing the survivors completed two make- 
shift vessels and sailed them successfully to Jamestown. 


The deplorable condition of the Jamestown settlers 
was not improved by the augmentation of the new 
arrivals. Two weeks were all Sir Thomas Gates needed 
in order for him to determine that the settlement should 
be abandoned. 


The ships were loaded and under weigh when for- 
tuitous circumstances saved the colony. In Hampton 
Roads the evacuees met Lord De la Warre with more 
extensive supplies dnd reinforcements. They returned 
to Jamestown and the colony became permanent.

JAMESTOWN STILL lacked a sufficient quantity of 
meat. Bermuda abounded with sea turtles and wild 
pigs. Therefore Sir George Somers returned to Ber- 
muda to organize a meat supply for Jamestown. Thus 
the Bermuda settlement also became permanent. Sir 
George died late in 1610 and here Mason’s story ends. 


The Sea Adventure’s grounding at Bermuda and the 
almost miraculous survival of all aboard had first rate 
news value in London. A side effect was that, the inci- 
dent influenced, perhaps’ inspired, Shakespeare’s 
“Tempest,” first produced in 1611. 


Electronics: Work Book

trained and not the amateur electrician, are employed 
by Convair, a division of General Dynamics. 

The book describes actual electronic warfare’ situa- 
tions, examines techniques and tactics, and goes into 
the mathematics of various theoretic:] considerations. 
A big part of the book is devoted to counter-measures.

H E OBERNKIRCHEN 
Children’s Choir was fa- 
mous even before War II, 
and since then it has made 
concert tours of the U.S. and 
Europe. In time for Christ- 
mas giving, Angel has re- 
leased a selection of German 
Christmas songs, including a 
smattering of French, 
Austria, Spanish, English, and one 
Negro spiritual (Angel stereo 
35914, $5.98). The children sing 
Li al in the original 
languages and 
with great clar- 
ity by this beau- 
tifully trained 
group.

The disc can be commended as an 
example of lovely vocal music 
despite this quibble.

DANIEL ERICOURT, as a part 
of his current project of recording 
all the piano music of Debussy, 
plays the delightful Children’s 
Corner Suite, the Suite Berga- 
masque, and several shorter pieces 
(Kapp stereo KC-9065-S, $5.98). 
This is Debussy at his most mel- 
odic and most imaginative. Eri- 
court is also at his most elegant. 
This may not be in quite the same 
class as the incomparable Giesek- 
ing, but it is remarkably fine. The 
stereo sound is quite good. The 
record is a perfectly appropriate 
gift for adults and for children, 
who will recognize Clair de Lune, 
Golliwog’s Cake-Walk, and other 
pleasant and familiar pieces.

TWO RECORDS of miscellaneous 
pieces on the lighter side are avail- 
able from Capitol. Both conducted 
by Carmen Dragon, they have a 
flashy approach that is undoubted- 
ly well suited to the likely audi- 
ence. One record, “Concert Bril- 
liants” (Capitol stereo SP-8559, 
$5.98) presents the following quar- 
ter-carat gems: de Falla’s Ritual 
Fire Dance, Grieg’s The Last 
Spring, Brahms’ Hungarian Dance 
No. 5, Sibelius’ Finlandia, Autumn 
from Glazounov’s The Seasons, and 
Tchaikovsky’s Marche Slave. Dra- 
gon and the Capitol Symphony Or- 
chestra do them well. The second 
record—a “Duophonic,” or syn- 
thetic stereo reprocessing of an 
extremely popular monophonic al- 
bum called “Starlight Concert”— 
presents Dragon and the Holly- 
wood Bowl Symphony in similar 
fare. The Duophonic processing is 
quite good; shifts between speak- 
ers can be heard and the sound is 
precise and clear. There is little 
musical reason to choose between 
the albums. “Starlight Concert” 
(Capitol DP-8276, $4.98) offers De- 
bussy’s.

ie isn’t easy to mix Latin time with jazz feeling, as many records 
by Stan Kenton and others have proven. Two or three groups have 


been able to do it with moderate success, however, notably ones led } 


by Cal Tjader, the vibes player formerly with George Shearing. 

One of Tjader’s best records is his new one, “In a Latin Bag” 
(Verve 8419). Latin, jazz, and “mood music” enthusiasts should find 
something of interest here. There are’ some unusual, pleasant “new” 
sounds on the album, with clever use of the clavietta on “Ben-Hur” 
a case in point. 

An important member .of, the sextet is Armando Perazo, the 
superior bongo player who works with Shearing regularly. A key solo- 
ist is Paul Horn, who concentrates on flute but demonstrates—while 
playing alto sax on “Half and Half”’—how much he is currently under 
the influence of John Coltrane.

IN BRIEF: “The Essential Charlie Parker” (Verve 8409) contains 
ten records from the period when the influential alto saxophone 
player recorded for Norman Granz and toured with JATP. Several of 
the “with strings” tracks are here. This is not the most essential set 
of Parker reissues, however, and complete personnel (for the. small 
group tracks with Dizzy Gillespie, Max Roach, Miles Davis, et al.) 
as well as the original dates of the records should have been given 
on the liner notes ... “The Essential Count Basie” (Verve 8407) is 
similarly an inaccurate title. The records on this album date from 
1952-56 and though well worth having do not compare with the: es- 
sential Count Basie records, meaning those by his superb swing era 
band of the late thirties . . .

TWENTY years ago, on 10 De- 

cember 1941, Chennault’s “Fly- 
ing Tigers” entered combat against 
the Japanese air forces in China. 

Chennault was an original and 
eccentric airman. Because of a de- 
veloping deafness he had resigned 
from the U. S. Army Air Force in 
1937. At the invitation of Mme. 
Chiang Kai-shek he went to China 
as adviser to an aviation school, 
and soon became head of the 
Chinese air force. 

During the Japanese depreda- 
tions in China, and before Pearl 
Harbor, he invited pilots from the 
United States to join him, and he 
organized them into the American 
Volunteer Group (AVG), to be- 
come known world-wide as “The 
Flying Tigers.” 

His remarkable training meth- 
ods enabled them to protect the 
Burma Road against stronger 
Japanese forces. Also, Chennault 
had long experience with the 
Chinese and showed a unique way 
of gettings things done.

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All About STAMPS

WASHINGTON—This week I slip off for a delayed vacation. In place of the usual 
column we substitute this account of coin collecting in Mexico. The author is Lt. 
Col. Carter L. Hilsabeck (U.S.A., Ret.), special assistant to the president of the In- 
stitute of Technology and Higher Studies at Monterrey, Mexico. 


His article, condensed to meet 
#pace limitations, follows: 

Mexico has supplied the world 
with one of the greatest ro- 
mantic hoards. of coins known 
throughout more than 2500 years 
of coinage. The king of all coins 
“the Pillar Dollar” is a prized 
possession of numismatists. This 
eight-reales coin “Pieces of 
Eight” has had the confidence 
of traders the world over since 
the first minting in 1521 under 
the reign of Charles and Joanna, 
in the days of the once-mighty 
Spanish empire. 

Great discoveries of silver in 
Mexico led to the establishment 
of minting facilities in the new 
world. Millions of fine coins 
were struck, but many of them 
now are extremely rare. 

The “pieces of eight” are 
found mostly in private collec- 
tions and rarely in the shops of 
dealers. If you find a good Pil- 
Jar Dollar, the seller will want 
three to four hundred pesos for 
it. The smaller silver four reales 
piece is even scarcer and com- 
mands higher price. 

Some private collectors have 
almost a complete collection of 

Pillar Dollars from 1732 to 
1772. 

Earlier coins of Philip II, 
Philip III, and Philip IV com- 
mand about the same price as 
those of Philip V and Ferninand 
VI and Charles III of the Pillar 
Dollar type. 

After 1772, and some in the 
same year, the obverse side of 
the “pieces of eight” were mint- 
ed with the bust of the reigning 
king of Spain. 

Up to about 1808, coins struck 
at the Mexico City mint bear the 
MO mint mark. Later mints were 
established at Chihuahua (CA) 
Durango (D or Do) Guadalajara

The “bust-type” pieces of 
eight are an interesting addition 
to a collection and are obtain- 
able at reasonable price. 

Coin collectors in Mexico 
appreciate condition, but the 
merchant or agent will gen- 
erally demand the same price 
for a coin in fine condition as 
for one that is very fine or un- 
circulated. 


There have been attempts to 
duplicate scarce issues and 
prized Pillar Dollars, but the 
counterfeits are easily detected. 
Defects usually are spotted in 
the “Fleur-de-lis” or Iris edge. 
The minting process required 
the coin to be placed in a ma- 
chine which rotated and, under 
heavy pressure, placed the lily 
diagram edge to prevent counter- 


* feiting. 


It is interesting to note that 
pieces of eight were used in wide 
circulation throughout the U.S. 
as legal tender until 1857. We 
copied our slang from this coin. 
“Two bits” are the two-reales; 
“four bits” were the four-reales 
and “six bits” a combination of 
either. 

Mexican history is reflected in 
the changes of her coins, Revolu- 
tions were marked by changes 
in design, portraits and inscrip- 
tions. 

The stormy reign of Maxi- 
milian from 1864 to 1867 pro- 
duced some beautifully minted 
gold and silver coins and there 
seems to be a good supply with 
the legend of “Imperio Mexi- 
cano.” 

Pricing of old Mexican coins 
is a headache to every one who 
seeks them south of the bor- 
der. U.S. pricing guides and 

coin books don’t make much of 
an impression on agents and 
dealers. Authenticity and grad- 
ing have to be the responsi- 
bility of the buyer, especially 
when you get a coin minted 
prior to 1772. 


“Cob money” and planchets 
made during Philip III and 
Philip IV reigns in 1598-1621 and 
1621-65 were cut off sections 
from crudely rolled silver bars 
and square cut rolls, then strik- 
ing the coins with crude dies by 
using a hammer. This coin is 
easily counterfeited. 

The Mexicans have great re- 
spect for their laws. Minting 
standards were exact and when 
mistakes were made the coins 
were recalled. Carelessness in 
the decade following Maximilian 
caused two dates to be in error 
by using the bust of Carolus III 
on dates 1870 and 1872. 

In U.S. markets the pieces of 
eight with “Chinese Chop” marks 
command a better price than the 
untampered coin. In Mexico, the 
collectors prefer the unmarked 
coin. 

An interesting period of Mex- 
ican coinage came during the 
great revolution from 1811 to 
1814. Many provisional issues 
were minted by General Morelos 
in both copper and silver with 
crude or poorly made dies. The 
scarce issues will warrant close 
examination as the crude pieces 
were more easily counterfeited, 
especially the silver coins.

Guard Supply 
System Gets 
Electrified

WASHINGTON—The Army Na- 
tional Guard takes still another 
step in the machine records age 
on 30 December when all units 
switch over to the coded card sys- 
tem of reporting supply informa- 
tion to the Guard Bureau. 

Previously, the United States 
Property and Fiscal Officer for 
each state handled the complicat- 
ed job of keeping NGB posted on 
how many trucks, tanks, guns, and 
other items of equipment each unit 
possessed. Every six months, NGB 


sent each USP&FO a machine pre- 
pared list of the supplies and 
equipment the state should have, 
based an the previous report. 

The USP&FO, in most cases, 
marked any and all changes on 
the list in red ink—new items re- 
ceived, old items dropped, etc— 
and that constituted the record on 
which NGB keeps tabs on Table 
of Organization and Equipment, 
and Table of Allowance, property. 

Now, under policy laid down in 
new NGR 75-9 and its companion 
piece, NGB Pamphlet 75-9-2, each 
“Property Book unit” — meaning 
in most cases each company or 
battery — will prepare “punching” 
cards on each réportable item of 
equipment. 

= . - 

GENERALLY speaking, “report- 
able” items are higher value items 
as prescribed by the _ technical 
services, and they’re listed in the 
NGB pamphlet. 

Once the initial set of cards is 
“punched” and submitted to the 
state USPFO by the unit admin- 
istrative-supply technician, it’s a 
simple matter of submitting new 
cards only to reflect changes. The 
cards are submitted each time a 
change takes place in the supply 
Picture. Once a week, the USPFO 
consolidates the changes and fires 
them off to NGR where they’ll be 
fed into the hoppers of electronic 
record keeping machines at the 
Pentagon to produce an up-to-the- 
minute report of exactly how many 
of each of hundreds of items (by 
size, model number, type, color, or 
what-have-you) the Guard has in 
its possession.

89th Chief Wants to Live in Field

WASHINGTON — At least one 
reserve component division should 
be trained to live in the field for 
extended periods without the con- 
veniences provided by permanent 
Army installations, it was proposed 
here recently.

“I speak not as a general or as 
a voice from Department of the 
Army, but as a reservist,” Par- 
rish said. “I believe I speak for 
the men and officers of the 89th 
Div., Colorado, Kansas and Ne- 
braska, as well as myself, when 
I state I wish we had the oppor- 
tunity to be changed back to an 
infantry division and to have this 
very fine assignment at Fort 
Lewis, Wash. 

“In fact,” he continued, “I sug- 
gested to a high official in the 
Pentagon that I felt that at least 
one division of the Army in these 
United States should be trained to 
live with the elements barring all 
of our luxuries and modern con- 
veniences that could be lost to us 
in an all-out atomic attack — that 
it just might be possible that our 
communist competitors would trig- 
ger an all-out nuclear war.

Fillers Face More Training; 


To Get Unit 


WASHINGTON — Ready Re- 
servists in the reinforcemert pool 
stand little chance in the future 
of completing their obligations 
without attending at least one 
summer encampment for refresher 
training. 

More than likely, the men in 
“annual training” control 
groups will go te camp every 
year, Pentagon authorities in- 
dicate. In the past, members of 
the pool who had served two 
years on active duty were 
scheduled for only one camp 
tour in three years — and many 
failed te get that much because 
of fund shortages. 

This is one feature of the im- 
provements suggested in reserve 
planning as a result of experience 
in the current recall program. 

Army Secretary Elvis Stahr, in 
his press conference last week, in- 
dicated the Pentagon staff is work- 
ing out “new ways of designating 
fillers in advance, and of screen- 
ing the pool more effectively.” He 
noted that an overwhelming ma- 
jority of complaints received re 
cently have come from pool mem- 
bers recalled as fillers. 


He said the men seemed to have 
forgotten about their military ob- 
ligations until their orders arriv- 
ed in the mail. As a result, he 
noted, some men were called up 
who might have been eligible for 
screening to Standby Reserve 
status if they had kept in touch 
with the Army and informed 
officials of changes in their jobs, 
addresses, additions to _ their 
family, newly acquired skills and 
similar data 


PLANS for how best to avoid 
such problems in the future are 
still far from complete. Some pro- 
posals being studied are: 

® Each member of the rein- 
forcement pool will be issued 
special orders informing him of 
his assignment to a specific unit 
of the active Army, USAR or Na- 
tional Guard. From time to time, 
his assignment might be changed 
to a different unit, but it would 
be made clear to him in the orders 
that he was not thereby being

ordered to report to active duty 
with the unit, or to report to it 
for drill traiming. 


@ Pool members receiving 
such orders pre-designating 
them members of high priority 
units would be informed they 
were “hot” fillers most likely 
to be called upon mobilization. 


® Orders sent to high priority 
members, or to all fillers, might 
be “hip pocket” orders, i.e., orders 
that would go into effect automat- 
ically upon receipt of an emer- 
gency alert. Such orders would tell 
the individual where to go and 
what to do without the necessity 
of further detailed instructions 
upon mobilization. 


® Pool members would ' attend 
field training, each year with the 
units to which they had been pre- 
designated as fillers. 

@ More intensive efforts will 
be made to maintain “purity” in 
the reinforcement pool by seeing 
to it that men who would not be 
available for mobilization are 
screened to Standby status. Forms 
will be simplified so that individu- 
als can more readily report any 
facts that might affect their avail- 
ability.

BACK IN 1955, when the Re- 
serve Forces Act was passed, it 
was contemplated that pool mem- 
bers should go to camp for 30 days 
every year in lieu of attending 48 
weekly drills and two weeks of 
camp. 


The policy decided upon injg 


1958, when the first large group 
of eligible men faced 30-day calls, 
was to trim the tour to two weeks 
Two-year men obligated to serve 
three years in Ready Reserve 
status, were to go only once in 
that period. 

This decision was largely in- 
fluenced by cost-cutting pressures 
within the Administration. How- 
ever, even the scaled-down pro- 
gram failed to get cash backing, 
so that in recent summers only 
one-third to one-half of the eligible

Some Dont 
Understand: 
Harrison

W ASHINGTON—Too many 
reservists entered active duty 
during the current mobiliza- 
tion with little understanding 
of why they were called, Maj. 
Gen. William Harrison Jr. 
(NG Ret.) charged this week. 

The general, president of the 
National Guard Association, noted 
that Defense spends “tremendous 
sums” on troop information pro- 
grams. 

But, Harrison said, DOD has 
failed to “indoctrinate the troops 
called up with the importance of 
their service and the contribution 
they are making to the preserva 
tion of a just peace.” 

Harrison noted that the Presl.- 
dent has spoken out strongly on 
the point; “has recognized the 
sacrifice of those involved and has 
reaffirmed the important role they 
are playing.” But the military, he 
said, has fallen down on the job. 

Harrison also complained 
about the griping of a few in- 
dividuals who are, casting a 
shadow upon the “patriotism 
and spirited response” of the 
more than 150,000 reservists and 
national guardsmen now on 
active federal service. 


“Reports we have received indi- 
cate that National Guard organi- 
zations, including the two divi- 
sions called, the 49th Armd. of 
Texas and the 32d Inf. of Wis- 
consin, under experienced com- 
manders, are engaged in effective 
training that is not only increasing 
their readiness for an immediate 
emergency but will have lasting 
effect. 

“There are shortages of weapons 
and equipment of which we have 
been aware for a long time, but 
commanders are making the best 
of what is on hand,” Harrison said.

HE SAID it was evident that 
most complaints (the Army claims 
about 95 percent of them) are com- 
ing from individual reservists call- 
ed up and used as “fillers” te bring 
organized units to full strength. 
In some _ instances, Harrison 
charges, these complaints are from 
men who have already served on 
extended active duty and resent a 
second call-up when so many of 
their friends and neighbors have 
performed no military. service. 

“There should be changes in 
law and policy te remedy this 
unfair situation,” Harrisen 
added. 

The general said he recognizes 
that the current crisis is not con- 
fined to Berlin, nor is it of short 
duration: “It is worldwide and 
shall continue for decades. Our 
understanding is the President is 
building military strength for the 
long pull. He shall continue to 
have the support of the National

PRESIDIO OF SAN FRANCISCO — The 
Presidio of San Francisco, one of the oldest and 
most attractive military reservations, was 
picked ‘as home for Sixth Army Headquarters 
in March 1946. 

Besides the Army Garrison and Sixth Army Hq., the 
1500-acre park-like post—with tall, graceful eucalyptus 
trees, pines, ice plant covered rolling hills and beauti- 
fully landscaped grounds—hosts Letterman General 
Hospital, Hq. 6th Region Air Defense Command and 
Hq. XV Army Corps (Re.- 
serve). Sub-posts are nearby 
Forts Mason, Scott, Baker, 
Barry, Cronkhite and Fun- 
ston. 

The winter uniform is 
worn all year in San Fran- 
cisco, which surrounds the 
main post on three sides. 
Summer and early fall 
weather is often cool and 
foggy, with temperatures in 
the 50’s and 60’s. The rainy 
season is from November to 
March. Spring and late fall 
provide the finest weather. 

The Presidio’s story 
started in March 1776, when 
Spanish forces picked sites 
for the presidial enclosure 
and the fort to guard the en- 
trance to San Francisco Bay. 
Completed in September of 
that year, it was frequently ruined by earthquakes and 
had to be rebuilt in 1812 and again in 1833. 

The first regular American troops to enter the Pre- 
sidio was a detachment of marines, who occupied the 
garrison in 1846 and rebuilt and refurbished it despite 
the high prices brought about by the gold rush of 49. 

After the Civil War the post was the headquarters 
from which many of the Indian campaigns were di- 
rected during the 1870’s and 80’s. During that period 
large areas of the post were planted with trees and 
lawns, and roadways were built. 

Letterman Hospital was established during the Span- 
ish-American War when the Presidio went on a wartime 
basis with a troop training program and as a port of 
embarkation for troops headed for the Philippines. 
Harbor defenses were strengthened and many of the 
sub-posts were rushed to completion. 

Fort Baker was established in 1897, Fort Miley in 
1900 and Fort Barry in 1908. Fort Scott was strength- 
ened with coastal fortifications. Alcatraz Island was an 
Army disciplinary barracks and Angel Island an Army 
retention quarantine station. 

After the U.S. entered World War I, the Presidio 
again became a training camp, this time for officers. 
Between wars, IX Corps Area Hq. and the 30th Inf. 
(“San Francisco’s Own’) were assigned here. In War 
II the Western Defense Command was located here.

LT. GEN. John L. Ryan Jr., born at Fort Oglethorpe, 
Ga., in 1903, and a 1926 graduate of the U.S. Military 
Academy, has commanded Sixth Army since Septem- 
ber 1961. He holds the distinction of being the first 
officer to have served both as chief of staff and com- 
manding general of the Armor Center, Fort Knox, Ky., 
and the first to serve as chief of staff and later as CG 
of the I Corps (Group). Ryan is one of the early 
proponents of armor and is said to have more experi- 
ence in it than any other officer now on the active list. 

Sixth Army Headquarters, staffed by nearly 1400 
military and civilian employees, directly controls 42 
installations and about 47,000 active Army troops and 
11,000 civilian employees. In addition, it directs the 
activities of approximately 208,000 Army Reservists, is 
responsible for the operation, training and administra- 
tion of some 25,000 ROTC students in 83 schools, and 
supervises the training of 49,000 National Guardsmen. 

States included in Sixth Army’s command are Ari-

zona, California, Idaho, Montana, Nevada, Oregon, Utah 
and Washington. 


Letterman General Hospital, which celebrates its 
63d birthday this month, operates under control of the 
Army Surgeon General as a specialized treatment center 
with a large training mission. Patients from all serv- 
ices, from all parts of the world, are treated here. In 
recent years it has added a Radioactive Isotope Center, 
Open Heart Surgery Center and a Research and-Devel- 
opment unit. 

Consultant programs have been set up with the 
University of California, Stanford University and other 
medical institutions to provide the best medical care 
for its patients. 

Fort Baker, home of 6th Region Air Defense Com- 
mand Hg. is a “pocket size” Army post that looks as 
though it had been pushed to the very edge of San 
Francisco Bay by the rolling hills immediately behind 
it. There are some trees, not many, and a constant 
breeze blows in from the Bay. Sixth Region, established

in 1950, now has 52 Nike batteries scattered around 
the western states from the Pacific Northwest to the 
Mexican border. 

The XV Corps (Reserve) Headquarters, activated 
in 1958, is at the Presidio. It administers Reserve mat- 
ters for nearly 165,000 Reservists in California, Arizona 
and Nevada. Harmon Hall, the Reserve Training Cen- 
ter, services 63 Reserve units in the Bay area. It was 
named in honor of Sgt. Roy Harman, Qist Inf. Div. 
World War II Medal of Honor hero killed in Italy, 
Dedicated in 1951, Harmon Hall houses 17 classrooms, 
a 1000 seating capacity auditorium and a small bore 
range. 

Fort Mason, a 65-acre tract on a small promontory 
jutting into San Francisco Bay, handles the Bay Area 
military passenger terminal activities and Army, Air 
Force and Navy logistical matters. The Military Sea 
Transportation Service, Pacific, has its headquarters 
in the dock area. 

Up “on the hill” overlooking the piers are Hq., 
Transportation Terminal Command, Pacific, and Hq., 
Oversea Supply Agency, San Francisco. 

Oakland Army ‘Terminal, a 700-acre reservation in 
the Oakland Outer Harbor area, is the main military 
cargo terminal of the Transportation Terminal Com- 
mand, Pacific complex of terminal activities, and the 
only Army-owned terminal on the west coast. 

The 561st Engr. Co. (Port Construction), commanded 
by Capt. Alfred G. Pieruccini, is based at Fort Baker. 
An elite STRAC unit, it functions with 10 officers and 
200 enlisted men and is trained and equipped to move 
on short notice to any place in the world where the 
Army needs a port construction or repair job done 
under combat conditions, , 

The company trains continuously. Pieruccini, an 
officer with pride in his men and the jobs they. do, 
told Army Times that the major project of the past 
year was the construction of a $75,000 wharf at the 
San Francisco District Engineer Yard to dock Army

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Arctic Building Uses 
‘Refrigerated’ Base 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska — A de- 
fense building in Alaska has been 
built on refrigeratofs with the 
idea of preventing nature’s icebox 
from thawing. 

A pier foundation for the build- 
ing has built-in refrigerants desig- 
ned to prevent frozen ground from 
thawing. 

Army Engineers specified the 
refrigerated piers for the founda- 
tion of a radome structure that 
stands three stories high on a 
headland west of the Eskimo 
town of Kotzebue located north 
of the Arctic Circle on the coast 
of the Chukchi Sea. The radome 
was built this year to supplement 
facilities of the Kotzébue AFS. 
The site is situated in a perma- 

frost area which extends over large 
areas of northern Alaska. Perma- 
frost designates a layer of subsoil 
that doesn’t thaw in the summer 
as long as an insulating cover of 
tundra is not disturbed. The tundra 
insulates the frozen ground prevent- 
ing it from thawing in a way 
similar to the way that sawdust- 
insulated ice kept from melting in 
the summer at old-fashioned ice- 
houses. Once the cover is removed 
the permafrost thaws rapidly in the 
summer. 

Construction in permafrost has 
been hampered in the past because 
of the difficulty in establishing 
firm foundations. 

Earlyday Alaskans sometimes 
built only ‘to see their buildings 
sink into a pothole of mud formed 
when the permafrost thawed under 
the building. 

Modern construction has evolved 
several methods of establish- 
ing firm foundations in perma- 
frost. One of the successful 
methods perfected by the U.S. 
Army Engineer District, Alaska, 
has been used widely in arctic 
military defense construction. 


Essentially, this method is em- 
ployed in the refrigerated pier 
foundation at Kotzebue Air Force 
Station. 


The piers are set deep in the 
permafrost and backfilled in a way 
designed not to disturb the thermal 
regime of the ground. If the bear- 
ing surface of the permafrost starst 
to thaw, the refrigerant operates 
automatically to lower the ground 
temperature to a safe level. 

As long as the permafrost layer 
remains frozen, it is as firm and 
stable as rock, but when it melts 
it is as shifty as quicksand. 





Co-Op Apartments 


Seen Flourishing 


WASHINGTON—Condominiums and other types of co- 
operative apartments, called “The New Frontier in- Hous- 


ing,” 
climate, says an article in a 
new, revised edition of Co- 
operative Apartments—Their Or- 
ganization and Profitable Opera- 
tion, just published by the Institute 
of Real Estate Management. 

William S. Everett, CPM (Cer- 
tified Property Manager), Chicago, 
a recognized authority on co-op 
apartments, is author of the article 
which carefully compares con- 
dominiums with other types of 
co-ops. 

The book contains the most 
complete, authoritative material 
available on cooperatives, featur- 
ing financing, budgeting, man- 
aging, and organization. The 
IREM is a professional affiliate 
of the National Association of 
Real Estate Boards. 

The condominium form of co-op 
has received new impetus because 
of a provision in the Housing Act 
of 1961 authorizing the Federal 
Housing Administration to insure 
individual apartment mortgages. 

While the condominium concept 
is not new, having been used suc- 
cessfully ‘for many years in Eu- 
ropean and Latin American coun- 
tries, it has been used in few co-op 
apartments in the United States. 
Condominium, Everett explains, 
“refers to property under joint 
ownership and control. In common 
usage it is applied to the individual 
apartment which is individually 
owned, outright, together with the 
bundle of rights, privileges, and 
responsibilities that go with the 
areas of a building and land which 
are jointly owned and controlled. 
“In a condominium, each apart- 
ment is conveyed by deed to an in- 
dividual (or group of individuals, 
or a corporation),” he _ writes. 
“Legal title to this portion of a 
building is just as complete and 
absolute as it is to a house. It 
may be individually mortgaged, 
rented, given away, or inherited.” 

In a conventional or FHA-in- 
sured cooperative, a corporation 
normally is formed which pur- 
chases an apartment building, 
usually financed by a monthly 
amortizing mortgage loan. All

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Customs Laws ‘Confusing’ 
To Many, PM Chief Says

HEIDELBERG, Germany—Military personnel and their dependents returning to the 
U.S. on leave or TDY fall under the $100 limit for purchases abroad. 


“This limitation comes as a sur- 
prise to some of our people when 
they return to the U.S. with cam- 
eras or other expensive items,” 
according to Lt. Col. S. B. Jones, 
head of the Provost Marshal Cus- 
toms Unit of USAREUR. 

U.S, Customs rulings now con- 
sider servicemen returning on 
leave or TDY as falling in the 
same status as tourists. And tour- 
ists are now limited to $100 duty 
free entry of purchases abroad. 

“Some of our people are get- 

ting the new laws confused,” 
Jones said. “While the reduc- 
tion in duty free gifts from $50 
to $10 and the reduction in duty 
free goods from $500 to $100 
applies to military personnel, 
there has been no change in 
Public Law 126 under which 
household goods and automo- 
biles are allowed inte the U.S. 
duty free.” 

The Customs Unit here gets 
many inquiries from men contem- 
plating the purchase of an automo- 
bile. Under a Presidential execu- 
tive order, foreign cars purchased 
after March 6, 1961, may not be 
shipped back at government ex- 
pense, unless the car was already 
military-registered. 

“They want to know what it 
will cost to take a car through 
customs,” Jones said. “The an- 
swer is that they will pay 18V, 
percent of the Stateside appraised 
value—broken down into 84 per- 
cent customs duty and a 10 per- 
cent Federal excise tak.” 


THE $10 DUTY free allowance 
for gifts sent to the U.S. has a 
catch—the addressee may receive 
not more than one a day. If he 
receives two, or if the U.S. ap- 
praised value of the gift is more 
than $10, he must pay duty on 
the difference. Alcoholic beverages 
are not entitled to free entry un- 
der the $10 gift exemption. 

The Army’s Provost Marshal 





maintains nine customs offices in 
Germany, all of them equipped to 
furnish full information on ship- 
ment of goods to the U.S. These 
offices are located at Bremerhaven, 
Frankfurt, Rhine-Main, Bremen, 
Helmstedt, Munich, Echterdingen, 
Kaiserslautern, Nuerenburg and 
Heidelberg. 

“We encourage our people to 
use these customs offices,” Jones 
said.. “Hard-to-answer questions 
are referred to the U‘S. Treasury 
representatives with offices in the 
American | Consulate at Frankfurt, 
Germany.” 

Military personnel making pur- 
chases in European countries for 
Stateside delivery are better off 
mailing these gifts themselves. 

Although the European seller 
often assures the buyer that the 
amount he pays for freight or post- 
age covers all charges, it does not 
work out that way, according to 
the U.S. Customs Bureau. 

An example of how having a 
European firm mail a purchase can 


run into money is as follows: 

A traveler purchased a small 
amount of glassware in Venice and 
paid the seller $20 to cover all 
costs by express to its destination. 

Notwithstanding the instructions, 
according to the U.S. Customs Bu- 
reau, the merchandise arrived by 
freight in New York, where it was 
necessary for a customhouse broker 
to clear it and pay the additional 
expense necessary to forward it to 
the consignee. The charges due 
on the shipment were approximate- 
ly $25, plus the broker’s fee of $10. 

The biggest business of the 
Army’s Custom Units is the inspec- 
tion of incoming baggage of mili- 
tary personnel and dependents, 
Jones said. 

“We must ascertain that these 
individuals are not violating the 
Bonn Forees Convention. For ex- 
ample, they are allowed to bring 
in only 200 cigarettes duty free.” 

There are also restrictions on 
coffee, tea, cocoa, chocolate, other 





tobaccos and wines.

Scores High at Bliss

Veteran Horseshoer Keeps 
Pentathlon Horses Running 


FORT SAM HOUSTON, Tex.— 
Making horseshoes in the Army is 
big business even though the auto- 
mobile apparently is here to stay. 

Sp5 Charles W. Paris, who shoes 
horses at Fort Sam Houston for 
the U.S. Modern Pentathlon Team 
keeps busy both on the post and 
off-post after duty hours. Paris is 
one of very few Army men who 
holds a horseshoer’s MOS. 

Paris has been making horse- 
shoes for about 25 years, 14 of 
them in the Army. 

“I was working for Calumet 
Farms (Lexington, Ky), when I 
was drafted,” Paris said. “I learned 
it from my grandfather who had 
always worked around the race 
tracks shoeing horses.” 

“I also have worked at Roosevelt, 
Saratoga and Churchill Downs,” he 
added. 

Paris plans to return to shoeing 
horses after he gets out of the 
Army, in about six years. 

Paris said he knows one shoer 
who made $30,000 in one year 
shoeing horses at the tracks, while 
another on a special circuit con- 
tract made $32,000 in nine months. 

He said he got out of the Army 
once but a horse stepped on him, 
injuring his back, so he returned 
to the Army. 

Although most of Paris’ Army 
service has been as a shoer, he has 
had other assignments. He served 
in the 2d Inf. Div. and has been a 
military policeman. He is also a 
qualified tist. 

Unlike other shoers who 
from a stamped iron shoe Puts 





makes his completely out of bar 
metal. 

“T first make the shoe and then 
fit it to the horse’s foot,” Paris 
said. 

He normally takes care of about 
25 horses at Fort Sam Houston, 
but Paris explained he is busier 
during off-duty hours shoeing 
horses for local ranchers. 

Paris said the average shoe lasts 
a horse about six weeks, but be- 
cause modern pentathlon horses do 
so much jumping and running over 
rough ground, their shoes last only 
a short time.

The Hawk, which can destroy at- 
tacking aircraft from tree-top level 
to about 40,000 feet, is a team 
member of NATO air defense of 
Europe. Extremely mobile, the en- 
tire system can be easily trans- 
ported by cargo trucks or by air 
and can be used for either vital 
installation defense or in support 
of fast moving combat troops. ~

HE MEDICAL Laboratory at Fort Baker is 

a detection workshop of the invisible, where 
scientists and technicians using microscopes 
and precision instruments work with bacteria, lethal 
gases, chemicals and radiation dosés. 

Specimens come to the laboratory for investigation 
and diagnosis from Army Navy, Air Force and Marine 
commands in the eight westernmost states, and from 
Alaska, the Far East, and the Central Pacific. The 
detection methods are apparent from the lab’s division 
headings: chemistry, immunology, entomology, pa- 
thelogy, parisitology, bacteriology, veterinary food, and 
respiratory diseases.

PCS to the Presidio of San Francisco can

Francisco, Marin County and the East Bay Area, move 
into government quarters or leased houses in the com- 
munities near their duty sites with almost no delay. 
Ninety-eight Capehart units were constructed for them 
this past year at Forts Baker and Barry. Other quar- 






ters, and approximately 220 leased houses, make up ~ 
the balance of requirements for Air Defense soldiers 
in the area.

An example of the type of work done here is the de- 
termination of hereditary defects causing sickle-cell 
anemia and gamma globulin presence by electrophoretic 
methods. 

In the spectrophrotometer room a complex instru- 
ment acts as a “lie detector” of the blood. It breaks it

type of chemicals or drugs in patients. The Chemistry 
Division sometimes takes part in investigating major 
crimes where blood analysis is a factor in sifting clues 

The Immunology Division, with Col. Albert Leiboritz 
as chief, has four major sections. One investigates red- 
blood cell construction in relation to blood transfusions, 
Rh-negative factors in pregnant women and makes 
medico-legal determinations. A second section does 
advanced -work in syphilis diagnosis, using special tests 
such as the treponema immobilization. A third section 
is a complete virology diagnostic laboratory for identi- 
fication of virus and richettsial agents through tissue 
culture, fertile eggs, animals and blood testing. In the 
fourth section a large animal breeding house is kept to 
supply the necessary animals for the other three sec- 
tions. 

Lt. Col. Ted Blakases heads the Entomology Di- 
vision, which identifies medically important insects 
such as mosquitoes, flies, fleas, mites and ticks. This 
division acts as an entomological consulting service 
and keens a constant surveillance on inseeticide resist- 
ance. Many types of insecticides are tested on par- 
ticular strains of insects until the most effective control 
methods are found. Some of this division’s research 
units are sent to the World Health Organization in 
Switzerland for further application. 

As a consultant to physicians, the Pathology Divi- 
sion, under Capt. Michael] E. Stebler, studies causes of 
disease by diagnosing from tissues surgically removed, 
or from autopsies. The screening of cells to detect 
malignancies, especially in the female reproductive 
system, is done in the cytology section. 

The Bacteriology Division, headed by Maj. Adrian 
Mandel, determines the disease-causing bacteria and 
then isolates them. This part of the laboratory assists 
hospitals and dispensaries in finding bacteria causing 
such illnesses as streptococcus sore throats, tuberculosis, 
typhoid fever, dysentery and food poisoning. 

The newest section of the Sixth Army laboratory is 
the Sanitary and Industrial Hygiene Engineering Di- 
vision. Under the direction of Capt. A. D. Kneessy, it 
makes field and laboratory investigations to evaluate 
environmental factors which might prove hazardous or 
detrimental to the health of military dependents or 
civilian employees in the Sixth Army area.

Crack Nike Repair 
Team at Presidio 


N UNUSUAL Army repair team is on the alert day 

and night for trouble that might strike any of 
the 11 Bay Area Nike sites. The team is part of the 
Allied Support Branch of the Maintenance Division 
stationed at the Presidio of San Francisco. 4 

Formed in three-man units, all team members are 
expert troubleshooters on 24-hour call. Emergency 
phone calls from Nike ‘sites are answered by the team 
leader, who immediately contacts the other two mem- 
bers on the roster for that week. The team’s truck is 
always ready with tools and repair equipment. 





THE 50 CIVILIANS and military members of the 
branch, from whom members of the six three-man repair 
teams are selected, are a unique and self-disciplined 
group. Each man receives cross training as a mechanic 
and electronic technician. This training saves repair 
time while working on anything from a one/one 
hundreth-horsepower motor to the 315-horsepower 
diesels that drive the Nike elevators. This ticklish 
mission requires top teamwork. Each team receives 
three months’ basic and advanced training in a machine 
shop at the Presidio, equipped with the latest scientific 
apparatus and precision machinery.

MUCH OF the training revolves around ever newer 
and more advanced Nike parts, and factory represen- 
tatives come to the shop to indoctrinate the teams when 
major changes are made in the equipment. 

Teamwork and training in the group of precision 
workers has paid off so well that Ed G. Oddson, the 
shop foreman, says he “can’t remember when the last 
lost-time accident happened.”

(78). Navy and Fort Mason duty personnel use the 
remainder. Army applicants for this housing can ex- 
pect a two-week to six-month lag, depending on rank 
and type of unit needed. 

The Park Presidio Apartments, including $3.65 for 
water and garbage, rent for: 

Type A, field grade officers—two bedrooms, $107.10; 
three, $122.10. 

Type B, company grade officers—two bedrooms, 
$92.10; three, $102.10. 

Type C, enlisted men—two bedrooms, $75.10; three, 
$83.10. 

Type A quarters are built on two floors with bed- 
rooms and bath on the second floor. Each has a small 
lawn or concrete patio. Type B quarters are in two-story 
buildings with each entire apartment on one floor. Type 
C is the same as B, except smaller. 


All apartments are equipped with gas range, electric 
refrigerator, venetian blinds, hardwood floors, plumb- 
ing tor automatic washers, carport and storage area. 
There are nine playgrounds in the area and four laun- 
dry rooms with coin-operated washers and dryers. Each 
building has a master television antenna with outlet for 
each apartment. 

Only one pet per family is allowed, and dogs must 
be kept on leashes. 

Off-post housing in the immediate vicinity of the 
post is available but rents are high. 

NOTE: If, in the State of California, you sign a 
year’s lease for an apartment or house, the landlord 
can hold you to the lease even though prior to the ter- 
mination of the lease you receive military orders which 
assign you to another station. To avoid this, sign a 
lease from month to month. If the landlord insists that 
you sign a lease for a year, then before signing it have 
your Legal Assistance Officer prepare a rider to the 
lease which will allow you to terminate it on a one- 
month notice if you are unable to fulfill the terms of 
the lease because you have been reassigned. 

Trailers are not practical in the area. There are 
some motels near the Presidio, priced from $10 a 
day up. 

- . - 

SCHOOLS—The Presidio has no schools except a 
post-kindergarten, of limited enrollment, operated in 
conjunction with the post nursery. Grade and high 
school students use the municipal bus system at re- 
duced fare to attend city schools in nearby communities. 

POST SERVICES—These include commissary, QM 
clothing sales store, shoe repair, tailor shop, PX, bar- 
ber shops, dry cleaning and laundry, gas stations, cafe- 
teria, snack bars and coffee shop. 

ENTERTAINMENT—Theaters are located at the 
Presidio, Letterman General Hospital, Fort Baker and 
Fort Barry. 


There are two service clubs, arts and crafts shops, 
libraries, automotive crafts repair shop and bookmobile 
(service to isolated Nike sites). 

The Presidio Officers Open Mess, located in a beauti- 
ful Spanish-style building, ‘is tastefully decorated. The 
cocktail lounge has deep red leather seats and at one 
end a huge picture window shows a lighted grotto with 
exotic plants and waterfall. Another exotic touch is a 
glass enclosed aviary where tropical bitds entertain 
visitors. The usual club activities are sponsored, of 
course. Membership dues are $5 per month. Sub-posts 
have clubs, too. 


RECREATION—Hunting of migratory birds is per- 
mitted at the Fort Cronkhite Lagoon during the open 
season from blinds only. Duck blinds and boats are 
available if reserved in advance at Special Services. 

Surf fishing is allowed along shorelines of the Pre- 
sidio and sub-posts, except in restricted areas. A limited 
supply of fishing tackle is available on loan. 

San Francisco has two public golf courses available 
to military members on payment of a 50-cent greens fee 
and presentation ef ID card.

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Group of Retired Officers 
Loses in Supreme Court 


By STEVE TILLMAN 


WASHINGTON The US. 
Supreme Court has_ turned 
thumbs down on the Abbott peti- 
tion, ending the effort of retired 
Reserve officers, with service in 
World War I, to collect 75 per- 
cent retired pay. But the action 
could result in an increase in the 
retired pay of those who left serv- 
ice .before passage of the 1958 
pay act. 

In addition to several claims 
presented to the Court of Claims, 
all turn-downs, 
the appeal was 
taken to the 
Supreme Court 
as a last resort. 
Some _ efforts 
have been 
made to induce 
Congress to 
pass legislation 
that would 
amend the 1942 
pay act so as to 
include retired Reserve officers. 
But Congress has refused to even 
consider such proposals and, we 
are reliably informed, will not 
consider them in the future. 

Of course, the action of rejec- 
tion by the Supreme Court leaves 
unanswered the question of just 
what is the legal status of a re- 
tired Reserve officer. The 1942 
law in question stipulated that 
“any officer” with service before 
August 1918 would, on retirement, 
be entitled to 75 percent retired 
pay. It makes no reference to re- 
quiring that he be a retired offi- 
cer of the Regular services. 

This specific reference was re- 
tained in the 1949 Career Compen- 
sation Act. By this time PL 810, 
which is the Reserve retirement 
act, had been in effect for more 
than a year. 

One thing that has not been 
stressed in all of the hassle over 
the effort of the retired Reserve 
officers to become eligible for the 
75 percent retired pay is that the 
effort had a direct bearing on 
congressional action with respect 
to the 1958 pay act. 

When the then proposed new 
pay bill was under consideration, 
the point was raised privately 
among some leaders in the — 
ate that if the reservists 
their case, it would add on Bw 
mately $24 million a year to the 
retirement budget. As a result, 
congressional action cut out the 
traditional “contract” whereby of- 
ficers had their pay recemputed 








whenever the active forces receiv- 
ed an increase. 

The latest negative action on 
the part of the Reserve officers 
is expected to have a good impact 
on the probability that the next 
session of Congress will amend the 
1958 pay act and give the new 
pay base for computing retired 
pay to those retired before 1 July 
1958. 





Just. as soon as things ‘get a 
little more settled at the Penta- 
gon, look to see the Reserves get 
a going-over with a fine tooth 
comb. The big question to be con- 
sidered is whether we really have 
a “Ready -Reserve.” If not, how 
much money was wasted since Ko- 
rea with this adjunct to the ac- 
tive forces? 

This has been something that 
the incoming Defense officials be- 
came aware of almost as soon 
as they took office. At one time 
serious consideration was given to 
the suggestion that Maj. Gen. Hen- 
ry Cabot Lodge, USAR, a Repub-

a thorough study of this disputed 
program. Nothing came of this 
but the idea has not been shelved. 





Decision of Administration to 
activate two additional Army di- 
visions in the next fiscal year will 
end mobilization of National 
Guard and Reserve units in the 
next year. That is, provided there 
are no global emergencies. 

If trouble should again come up, 
the required support units for any 
increase in the combat divisions 
would come from National Guard 
and Reserve sources.

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Reserve Aide Has a Big Job

WASHINGTON—Gene Robens, the special assistant on reserve forces and ROTC 
affairs to the Under Secretary of the Army, has not only a big title, but the responsi- 


bilities to go with it. 

Robens, who was appointed to 
his reserve advisor position in 
March, has traveled nearly 50,000 
miles since then to visit Army Re- 
serve and Army National Guard 
units in their training operations, 

His findings were of the ut- 
most importance to the Adminis- 
tration during the current re- 
serve calls. 

Robens, associated with the 
military since 1940, is currently 
a colonel in the Army Reserve with 
a key mobilization assignment in 
the office, Secretary of Defense. 

The reserve chief tries to travel 
on weekends so that he can be at 
his Pentagon office on working 
days as much as possible without 
interruption. Recently, he was out- 
of-town on visits for 13 consecutive 
weekends. 

= 7 + 

HIS STRONGEST impression in 
the course of his travels has been 
the extent of “One Army” accept- 
ance among regulars and reserv- 
ists. He cited numerous cases in 
his personal experience. For ex- 
ample, he asked a high-ranking 
active Army commander which of 
his staff officers were regulars and 
which reservists. The commander 
confessed he had no idea, as far 
as he was concerned they were all 
vi! Pa Army.” 

Robens, in an Army Times in- 
terview, recalled an incident that 
occurred before he came to the 
Pentagon. He attended a military 
seminar wearing his uniform. 
When the meeting was over he 
happened to comment to one of his 
fellow officers that it was “back 
into civvies” for him now. The 
other officer, a regular, asked if 
he was going on leave—and by the 
reply learned for the first time that 
his colleague, Col. Robens, was a 
career government executive as 
well as professional civilian-soldier. 

The Ohio-born Defense official 
played a key role in recent re- 
serve calls, assisting in choosing 
which outfits to call as well as 
helping te draw up -readiness 
plans. 

Robens, in noting the large num- 
ber of calls, admitted there have 
been some mistakes and problems, 
but where there have been injus- 
tices “we have corrected them as 
quickly as possible.” He said the 
Army ‘was profiting by these mis- 
takes and based on this experience 
“future calls will probably go 
much smoether.”

be hurting. 

In one troubleshooting assign- 
ment, Robens was ordered to a new 
assignment with hardly time to 
pack.

late on Friday afternoon and asked 
Robens if he would be interested 
in becoming manager of the Mich- 
igan office. 

“I asked Mr. Whittier when I 
should report, thinking that he 
would allow me 30 days to clear 
affairs in Roanoke, and time to 
find adequate living quarters in 
Detroit,” Robens recalled. “Whit- 
tier shot back that he wanted 
me up there the following Mon- 
day at 8 a.m. I lived in a hotel 
for several weeks before I found 
a place to live. I was in Detroit 
before most people knew that a 
new regional manager had been 
appointed,” Robens said. 

Since 1946, Robens has managed 
VA regional offices in Albuquer- 
que, Roanoke, Va. and Detroit.

ROBENS entered the Army in 

1940 as a second lieutenant with 





the National Guard’s 41st Inf. Div. 
He later served in various high- 
level staff and command assign- 
ments in this country and over- 
seas. 

Robens was thinking seriously 
of making the Army a career 
when in 1946 he was offered a 
job with the VA as regional man- 
ager for the state of New Mexico. 
Soon after taking the VA job, 
Robens organized the 448th Com- 
posite Gp. (ORC) in Albuquerque, 
which later became the largest re- 
serve unit in the state. 

Robens headed the New Mexico 
office from 1946 to January, 1957, 
when he was appointed VA re- 
gional manager for the state of 
Virginia. In August, 1957, Robens 
took one year’s leave from VA te 
attend the Army War College. He 
was the first reserve officer to at- 
tend the course that year. 

He returned to his Roanoke of 
fice in June 1958. In February, 
1960, Robens was transferred to 
Detroit. In this position, he ad- 
ministered a _ benefits program 
serving 1.2 million veterans who 
resided in the state. In essence, 
Robens ran a $204 million a year 
business in paying off nensions, 
cumpensation, and GI Bill bene- 
fits to Michigan veterans. 

In getting the top reserve job, 
Robens had the backing of many 
of the country’s leading governors 
and congressional leaders, includ- 
ing Sen. Dennis Chavez (D., N.M.), 
and Gov. Lindsey Almond of Vir- 
ginia. 

* o * 

ROBENS almost didn’t have a 
job. After being interviewed by 
the White House, the Pentagon de- 
cided to eliminate the job he was 
shooting for—Assistant Secretary 
of the Army for Manpower and 
Reserve Forces. But pressure from 
the reserve organizations forced 
the establishment of a new posi- 
tion—special assistant on reserve 
forces and ROTC affairs—to which 
Robens was appointed. 


Robens, at time of appointment, 
received strong endorsement from 
Hugh M. Milton II, Under Secre- 
tary of the Army in the Eisen- 
hower Administration, a friend 
since the end of War II. In a let- 
ter to the White House, Milten 
said he had the “highest regard 
for him (Robens) personally and 





for his professional achievements.”

EADING Japanese camera manufacturers introduced an impressive number of 8mm 
movie cameras with the reflex and built-in zoom features at the eighth annual Japan 
Camera Show held the past week at the Japan Trade Center in New York. The reflex

miles.

In Civil War 


WASHINGTON—National Guard 
units, along with other elements of 
the armed forces, have been en- 
couraged to cooperate in Civil War 
Centennial observances around the 
country. 


Apparently, with a view, to keep- 
ing armed forces support within 
reasonable bounds, however, De- 
fense has reminded that certain 
policies should be followed. 

Before they commit themselves 
to support of a local observance, 
for instance, military units should 
elear the request for cooperation 
with the state and National Civil 
War Centennial Commissions, and 
with DoD, other than for the sup- 
port they’d normally give local 
community. activities. This helps

insure that military resources will 
be drawn on only for worthwhile 
observances—not frittered away on 
every scheme dreamed up by local 
promoters. 

In some cases, it will enable 
DoD to call on other military or- 
ganizations to help out, if the oc- 
casion seems to rate greater sup- 
port. When the scope of the event 
warrants, DoD says, it will appoint 
a project officer to organize armed 
forces participation along business- 
like lines. 

Overriding all other factors 
should be one prime consider- 
ation: that furnishing of bands, or 
troops, or exhibits, or logistical 
support, will not impair the oper- 
ational-readiness of the participat- 
ing units.

New Anchor 
Fixed With 








Explosives 


WASHINGTON — Solid rocket 
fuel and a revolutionary design 
have been combined by the Corps 
of Engineers in development of an 
explosive-driven anchor. It is one 
of the few basic changes in anchor 
design since ancient times. 


The new anchor was designed to 
moor tankers at offshore points 
from which they can discharge oil 
through undersea pipelines. Such 
a development has been made 
necessary by the tremendously in- 
creased size and capacity of tank- 
ers since World War II. The moor- 
ing of these tankers in offshore, 
open sea areas is a responsibility 
of the Army Engineers. 

The mooring system consists of 
a buoy, which is a platform type, 
and the anchor. The buoy is towed 
into position and the anchor is re- 
leased from the buoy by remote 
control. Upon contact with the bot- 
tom, the solid rocket fuel is de- 
tonated and drives the anchor deep 
into the ocean bottom. Latest tests 
show a 34foot penetration into a 
hard harbor bottom by the anchor. 


*” » * 
WITH THE ANCHOR in place, 
an incoming ship simply moors 


itself to the buoy, attaches its pip- 
ing to the pipeline in the base as- 
sembly of the buoy and begins to 
pump oil ashore. Should it be 
necessary to abandon the site, the 
buoy can be cut loose from the 
anchor leaving the anchor embed- 
ded in the ocean floor, Because of 
its relatively low cost the explosive- 
driven anchor is considered expend- 
able. 

The new device will not elimin- 
ate the need for the conventional 
anchor, which, with its chains, will 
continue to be carried by ships at 
sea. -

West opened the king of clubs 
holding the trick. West con- 
tinued with the queen of clubs to 
dummy’s ace, not suspecting that 
a switch to diamonds’ would 
eventually develop a diamond ruff 
for East. 





It would be easy for South to 
go down by taking the top hearts 


and ruffing a heart with dummy’s 
small trump at once. West would 
refuse to take the king of spades. 
Now if South tried to get back with 
a diamond, East would step up 
with the ace of diamonds and re- 
turn a diamond to make sure of 
a ruffing trick. 


If South tried to get back by 
ruffing a club instead of leading 
a diamond, he would be forced to 
ruff clubs twice and would run 
out of trumps. 


When the hand was played a 
few months ago in the European 
Women’s Team Championship, the 
South player started off on a win- 
ning line of play by leading the 
king of spades from dummy. She 
could have made the contract by 
continuing with trumps and then 
developing dummy’s diamonds. 


When the king of spades won, 
however, South changed her mind. 
She switched to hearts, intending 
to ruff the third heart in dummy, 
West stepped up with the eight of 
trumps to shut dummy out, and 
now the contract was unmakable. 

Perhaps the moral is that it 
doesn’t pay to bid a sketchy game 
if you’re not in the mood to play 
it carefully. Or, perhaps, it’s fairer 
to say that we can all play a hand 
better on paper than the experts 
can at the table.

and take-home pay of civilian per- 
sonnel. 

Tables accompanying this story, 
taken from the Defense study, 
show this comparison. They give 
the earnings and take-home pay 
for a typical officer with a wife 
and two childrén. A separate break- 
down is given for those receiving 
flight pay. 

For enlisted personnel a table 


shows earnings and take-home pay |: 


for a man with a wife and two 
children receiving quarters allow- 
ance and also gives earnings and 
take-home money for those who 
have no dependents and live in 
government quarters. 

The table for civilians shows 
earnings and take-home pay based 


on the average earnings by grade 
for all government agencies as of 
last 30 June. The computations as- 
sume a wife and two children. 

* * . 


THE TABLES SHOW clearly 
that the military man is frequently 
earning less but taking home more 
than his civilian brethren. 

A lieutenant general, for ex- 
ample, has a higher take-home pay 
than the Secretary of Defense. Mr. 
McNamara, as a cabinet officer, 
earns $25,000. He gets to- keep 
$17,174. An 0-9, without flight pay, 
earn $21,127 but he takes home 
$17,483. 0-9s with flight pay take 
home $18,846. 

Deputy Defense Secretary Ros- 
well Gilpatric earns $22,500 a year. 
After his taxes, retirement, life 
insurance and medical care deduc- 
tions he lugs home $15,764. A 
major general earns $18,827 — al- 
most $4000 less than Gilpatric — 
but he takes home $15,723. 

This little comparison is not like- 
ly to be lost on members of Con- 
gress. They earn $22,500, too, and 
while they have a few things going 
for them in the way of travel 
allowances and expense money, 
most of them have to maintain 
two residences without any tax- 
free quarters allowance.

THE COMPARISONS continue 
right down the scale. A brigadier 
general earns $16,727 and takes 
home $14,201. An assistant secre- 
tary earns $20,000 but takes home 
$14,296. A GS-18 is the top of the 
civilian scale, the highest of the 
three supergrades. He earns 
$18,500. He takes home $13,374. 
A colonel with flight pay takes 
home more — $13,646 — though 
he earns much less — $16,121. 

A major or lieutenant-command- 
er earns $9438 and takes home 
$8431 of it. A GS-12 in government 
earns $9553 but takes home only 
$7434. 

A GS-5 in Civil Service earns 
$4923, keeps $4014 of it. An E-6 
earns $4845 but gets to keep $4640. 


* * * 


THE REASON the military man 
does better in take home pay, of 
course, is that his quarters allow- 
ance tax-free. The earnings 
shown in the table, for officers, 
include basic pay, subsistence and 
quarters allowance and for 0-9s 
and above personal money allow- 
ances. 

The table for enlisted men with 
dependents shows the basic pay 
plus allowance for quarters for 
three dependents ($1163). The 
table for those without dependents 
excludes quarters money. Both en- 
listed tables include in the earn- 
ings subsistence money of $35 a 
month. 

A military man’s take home pay 
is what he has left from his total 
earnings after deducting income 
tax on his base pay plus Social 
Security tax.

The military man doesn’t con- 
tribute for his retirement. Medical 
care for himself and his depend- 
ents, with few exceptions, is free. 

The take home pay of a civil 
servant, who has no tax-free allow- 
ances, is what he has left from his 
pay after deductions for income 
tax, retirement (6% _ percent), 
group life insurance and medical 
care (for which the government 
pays half).

THERE ARE SOME other extras 
military men get which are not 
included in the accompanying 
tables, such as sea or foreign duty 
pay for enlisted men, overseas 
station allowances for officers and 
enlisted men, initial clothing bag 
and clothing replacement allowance 
($4 to $6 a month for enlisted 
men), dislocation allowances on 
permanent change of station, re- 
enlistment bonuses, and proficiency 
pay. 

+ * 

A GLANCE at these tables ex- 
plain why Defense leaders are not 
eager to push for a military pay 
raise. It also explains why military 
men with families who live off 
base would find a quarters allow- 
ance more attractive than a basic 
pay raise. 

Defense is going to ask for a 
quarters increase next year and 
the chances are excellent that Con- 
gress will approve it. It is a long 
established policy that the govern- 
ment provides housing for military 
people and in the absence of such 
housing provides quarters money. 

Quarters allowances haven’t been 
raised in nine years and it can 
be clearly demonstrated that 
present allowances are not enough 
to cover off-post rents. 

There is another reason why a 
boost in quarters allowance rather 
than basic pay appeals to members 
of Congress. Congress is concerned 
about the rising cost of retired pay 
and with the possibility that the 
recomputation bill could pass next 
year military retirement cost would 
spiral upward even faster than ex- 
pected. 

Since retired pay is computed 
only on base pay, it occurs to some 
members of Congress that they 
could increase quarters allowances 
and improve the military standard

of living without increasing the 
base on which retired pay is com- 
puted. 
. * 

THERE ARE, however, some 
other points to be considered. 

Sixty-three percent of all officers 
receive quarters allowance. Some 
43.2 percent of all enlisted men 
receive quarters allowances rang- 
ing from $616 to $1163 a year. 

This means that 37 percent of 
the officer corps and 57 percent 
of all enlisted men will not benefit 
from a quarters allowance increase. 

Presumably, government quar- 
ters are provided for them and 
they don’t need an increase. But 
actually they will feel their stand- 
ard of living remains unchanged 
while that of the man drawing 
quarters allowances goes up. 

Admittedly, some of this group 
are young, obligated service men 
who are not career-minded and for 
whom the government does not 
rush to increase compensation.

BUT STILL there is a sizable 
group of career people who have 
seen cost of living go up since 
1958, the date of their last raise, 
and who will be standing still 
economically next year while those 
drawing quarters allowance and 
Civil Service people move ahead. 

It will also not be lost on these 
people that the relative value of 
their retirement, long referred to 
as the top career benefit of service 
people, is going down if the basic 
pay on which it is based does not 
rise with the cost of living. In par- 
ticular, the military bachelor liv- 
ing in government quarters feels 
like the forgotten man in pay 
discussions. 

There are those in Congress who, 
in principle, don’t like the idea 
of tax-free allowances. And there 
are many who think a pay raise 
would be fairer all around. But the 
facts of life being what they are, 
a pay raise seems out of question 
in the next session of Congress.

The transfer program now being 
planned anticipates the transfer 
of selected Hercules sites to Guard 
sites over an extended period, be- 
ginning late in 1962. 

By use of fulltime technician 
personnel, the Guard Hercules site 
will be kept in a state of readi- 
ness at all times, at less cost to 
the Army, to meet the initial at- 
tack in the event of national emer- 
gency or war. 

Other members of the units are 
on call for emergencies, prepared 
to drop their civilian pursuits and 
rush to their missile stations. 

ARADCOM Commander, Lt. Gen. 
Robert J. Wood, said much addi- 
tional planning is needed before 
it will be determined which Guard 
units will occupy which Nike Her- 
cules sites. The plans involve co- 
ordination between ARADCOM, the 
North American Air Defense Com- 
mand, the Department of the 
Army, as well as other Army com- 
mands and agencies, the National 
Guard Bureau and the state adju- 
tants general. 

* * - 


THE PROGRAM will involve an 
extensive retraining program to 
prepare the Guard units for han- 
dling the Hercules equipment. 
Their training will be the same as 
that required now for active Army 
units, and the Guard units will 
acquire systems incorporating the 
latest improvements, giving Her- 
cules an increased potency against 
certain missiles as well as conven- 
tional bombers, the Army said. 

In general terms, it takes fewer 
Hercules launching sites to pro- 
tect a given city ot defense in- 
stallation than it did Ajax. That’s 
because Hercules can reach out 
much farther and climb a great 
deal higher to knock enemy at- 
tackers out of the sky. So there’ll 
have to be a compression of forces 
as Ajax is phased out. 

The active Army has already 
gone through this cutback; now, 
it appears, it’s the Guard’s turn. 
This means fewer on-site units, 
fewer men, and fewer fulltime 
technicians.

THE PROBLEM: what to do with 
the surplus fulltimers. Aside from 
the training time and money which 
the Guard has invested in them, 
there’s the question of right and 
wrong on the side of the techni- 
cians. 

There’s no official solution yet, 
but officers close to the program 
point out one saving factor: Her- 





WASHINGTON — Officers who 
switch services with no actual 
break in active duty are entitled 
to dislocation allowances, Comp- 
troller General Joseph Campbell 
held this week. 

_Campbell’s ruling reversed an 
earlier decision affecting the same 
man. The case involved a Navy 
lieutenant who left the Marines 29 
Sept., 1959 and became a Navy 
officer the next day. He claimed 
he was entitled to a dislocation 
allowance for movement of his de- 
pendents on a permanent change 
of station following his service 
transfer. Campbell denied his 
claim 16 May, 1960. 

The Comptroller held at that 
time that resignation from a serv-

ice terminates all connection with 
the service involved. He reasoned 
that payment of the allowance was 
ruled out because regulations state 
it will not be paid for travel to 
a first day station. He felt that the 
transfer to a Navy station should 
be considered a first move and 
not a permanent change of station 
under which the allowance is 
authorized. 

Navy asked Campbell to recon- 
sider. Navy suggested that disloca- 
tion allowances can be paid to 
officers who relocate their house- 
hold in connection with ordered 
PCS moves involving an interserv- 
ice transfer. 

Campbell agreed with Navy and 
authorized the payment.

Arming of Guard air defense 
units in the continental United 
States with Hercules sets the stage 
for another cycle in a moderni- 
zation program for Army air de- 
fense.

THE FIRST cycle came in the 
early 1950s when active Army units 
converted from anti-aircraft artil- 
lery guns to Ajax, the world’s first 
operational guided missile system. 
The first tactical units armed with 
Ajax moved on-site in the air de- 
fense system in December 1953. 
Army Guard units meanwhile took 
over the guns. The Guardsmen 
maintained a defense posture 
which augmented the Nike units 
as the active Army missilemen de- 
veloped experience and greater ef- 
fectiveness with the new weapon. 

A second cycle began in 1957, 
when the active Army began con- 
verting te Hercules training. At 
that time, the Guard moved from 
the role of an augmentation force 
to the status of a full partner in 
the air defense system, assuming 
responsibility for around-the-clock 
operation of Ajax sites turned over 
to them. 

The efficiency of these units has 
been borne out by the results of 
annual service practice and opera- 
tional readiness evaluation. During 
last year’s service practice, for 
example, Guard Ajax batteries 
placed third and fourth in compe- 
tition with active Army units fir- 
ing at Fort Bliss, Tex.

Ex-Army Sports Chief 
Elected AAU Director 


WASHINGTON — One of the 
Army’s most best known sports 
officers, Col. Donald F. Hull, has 
been offered an important new po- 
sition with the Amateur Athletic 
Union. The post, to be known as 
executive director of the AAU, 
was created to help solve the 
bickering ‘between the AAU and 
the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association for control of U.S. 
amateur sports. 

Col. Hull told Army Times that 
he would accept the post, pend- 


ing acceptance of his request for |, 


retirement. Hull, 48, has been in 
the Army for 26 years. He came 
to West Point from the ranks and 
graduated in 1939. At West Point 
he won the Intercollegiate middle- 
weight boxing title and participat- 
ed in track, basketball and base- 
ball. 

In the new post, Hull would 
take over most of the work now 
done by Dan Ferris, honorary 
secretary of the AAU, and secre- 
tary-treasurer Jim Simms, both of 
whom are seeking retirement. 

Best known as a sports officer, 
during War II Hull served with 
an airborne outfit; was wounded 
in combat, and took part in the 
Ardennes, Rhinehand, Arnheim 
and Central Europe campaigns. 
After the war, he returned to West 
Point as director of physical edu- 
cation. a i

HULL HAS twice been chief of 


the Army’s Sports Branch, has; 


been on the executive board of 
the U.S. Olympic Committee, and 
has served as an official or team 
manager at the 1948, 1952, 1956 
and 1960 Olympics. He managed 
the U.S. Biathlon Team in the 1960 


Winter Games at Squaw Valley 
and was the Army’s Olympic Of- 
ficial at the Summer Games in 
Rome. Currently he is OIC of the 
U.S. Modern Pentathlon Team at 
Fort Sam Houston, Tex. 

If he is able to accept the AAU 
offer, Hull said he will “concen- 
trate on ‘trying to. get sports- 
minded people in the U.S. to work 
together to provide fitness and 
sports opportunities for all.” 

He added: “The criticism 
that various organizations are 
presently leveling at one another 
can only result in harm to the 
U.S. amateur sports effort and 
put the Russians further ahead 
in Olympic competition.”

solving the current battle between 
U.S. amateur groups. One summed 
up: “If any man in the U.S. can 
get these groups to work together, 
Col. Hull is the man.”

Haile threw a 
long strike to halfback Cleveland 
Brown deep behind the Eagle de- 
fenders who raced all the way. The 
play covered 67 yards. Haile’s con- 
version pass to Brown gave the 
Doughboys a 14-7 lead.

This would 
enable the services to put these 
people in bases that have facilities 
for them to continue their special- 
ties. 

Concluding, LeMay reminded his 
audience: “We don’t and won’t 
pamper athletes in uniform, but 
we do and will help them. .. .”

Sew is the season when mama wonders how to hash up 
a brace of teal or turn out a creditable baked possum. 
Game these days is not a mainstay on the family table but

Venison is one of the least 


understood of wild meats. It has 
practically no fat about it and this 
baffles the galley force. It sports 
a good he-man smell too, and this 
is looked upon with a considerable 
amount of dismay. It is a little 
dry, as well, and without any try- 
ing whatsoever the cookstove me- 
chanic can get it gloriously over- 
done. 

One of the best recipes for the 
preparation of this succulent meat 
is venison marsala. This is pre- 
pared as follows: Put 2 lbs. of 
sliced venison, the slices not less 
than %-inch thick and about 2 
inches wide by 5 inches long to- 
gether with 1 lb. of mushrooms 
and-%3 cup of tomato paste and 
you are ready. 

Sprinkle the slices of meat with 
salt and pepper, roll in flour and 
saute until browned in a skillet 
with 1 cup of olive oil. Remove 
the meat from the pan and add 
the mushrooms, sliced. Cook mush- 
rooms until brown over a medium 
fire, then throw in the slices of 
meat, and add the tomato paste 
which has been thinned with a 
cup of marsala wine. Add 1 clove 
of garlic, diced very fine. Sim- 
mer very gently for 30 minutes 
with cover on skillet. Serve.

A LOT OF huntsmen, after the 
annual buck has dropped to their 
unerring aim, rush the critter 
home, butcher out the meat and 
jam-pack. it in the solid-freeze 
Doing this they miss one of the 
best times and places to devour a 
proper bait of the game.

After not more 
than 15 seconds, turn them. After 
another 15 seconds whip them out, 
add salt and pepper, and pour the 
contents of the skillet on a plate 
Then have at it! Use plenty of 
bread and soak it in the gravy. 
Venison is never so delectable! 
Far too many deer-stalkers dis- 
card: the heart from the annual 
kill. The heart is even better than 
the liver as a real gourmet’s tid- 
bit, and to fail to fetch it home 
and serve it up is to pass up a dish 
which is among the best. It takes 
a mite of fixing but the time and 
trouble is thrice repaid. 
” * o 


TO PREPARE the heart you 
must first split it in half, working 
from top to bottom and then re- 
move all the plumbing, cutting 
out valves and ducts. Jt isn’t such 
a chore. Thereafter, soak the meat 
for a pair of hours in the following 
sauce: 1 cup red wine, 2 table- 
spoons vinegar, 1 teaspoon salt, 2 
peppercorns, 1 bay leaf, 1 onion 
(sliced), 1 teaspoon prepared mus- 
tard. Blend the wine, vinegar, salt 
and mustard and then add the 
other ingredients. After the heart 
has soaked for 2 hours in the 
sauce drench it with flour and 
place in a hot skillet in which 
%-lb. of butter has been melted. 
After thoroughly searing reduce 
heat slightly and cook for 5 min- 
utes. This is something extra spe- 
cial!

After spending two years on 
active duty and seeing many, many 
RFA personnel come and go, I and 
many other US and RA personnel 
are really disgusted with the child- 
ish crying of the reservists that 
have been recalled. When we were 
drafted no one wrote stories about 
our troubles, it was taken as it 
should be, as part of the “obliga- 
tion” that every American man 
has to his country. Most of these 
men have spent only six months 
on active duty; if 24 months didn’t 
kill me, it surely won’t hurt them.

‘Army Map Readers 


Flunk a Test’ 


WASHINGTON: An article was 
published recently in Army Times 
describing a report that I delivered 
to the seventh annual Army Hu- 
man Factors Engineering confer- 
ence at the University of Michigan, 
on “New Techniques in Image In- 
terpretation Systems.” Several 
points in the published article were 
very misleading, and need clarifi- 
cation for the readers of Army 
Times. 

The article heading, “Army Map 
Readers Flunk a Test,” and the 
lead sentence in the article imply 
that the performance measures ad- 
ministered were used to determine 
whether interpreters passed or 
failed. The tests used in this 
study were administered for ex- 
perimental purpOses under con- 
trolled conditions and have never 
been represented as. providing ob- 
jective pass-fail standards, 

In evaluating interpreter per- 
formance by some pass-fail stand- 
ard, consideration must be given 
not only to the relative accuracy 
of interpretation in comparison to 
other sources of intelligence, but 
also to the unique and valuable 
information provided to military 
commanders by image interpreters. 

The Army Times article further 
and incorrectly implies that Army 
Intelligence School graduates are 
poor image interpreters. The fact 
that image interpreters sometimes 
identify only a small number of 
targets accurately is no measure 
of their true ability, for the ex- 
traction of intelligence informa- 
tion from imagery is limited by 
such variables as image quality, 
scale, format, quantity, and avail- 
able equipment and viewing time. 
Even a small amount of informa- 
tion correctly reported may be of 
inestimable value. 

Image interpretation is a highly 
difficult, demanding, and complex 
task. The main point of my re- 
port was that human factors re- 
search in work procedures, team 
interactions, and systems Opera- 
tions can identify new interpreta- 
tion techniques through which sub- 
stantial improvement. may be ob- 


tained in over-all performance.

When one is assigned to a posi- 
tion as surgeon, many responsibil- 
ities are inherent with the job, and 
the reason that subordinates are 
assigned to the office is so that 
they can assist the surgeon in car- 
rying out his duties. I am sure that 
quailfied physicians: are assigned 
to this office to aid the surgeon 
in carrying out his many assign- 
ments .

Group, told the Times. 


MSC Officers

Other Troops 


WASHINGTON — Medical Serv 
ice Corps officers may now be 
given command over elements 
other than Army Medical Service 
troops. This was authorized in law 
late this summer. The Army has 
now issued orders confirming the 
law and writing the authority into 
regulations. 

The order appears as DA Mes- 
sage 582,032, 28 Nov. 61. 

The new law gives the secre- 
taries of the services authority to 
authorize MSC officers to exer 
cise command over other than 
AMS troops. 

The message delegates this 
authority to major commanders, 
Army group commanders and com- 
manders of armies, corps, divisions 
and units of comparable size. 

This delegation of authority will 
be printed in changes to AR 600- 
20, which is now being revised.

WASHINGTON — Abolition of 
two missile agencies at Redstone 
Arsenal, Ala., will have little ef- 
fect on military assigned to the 
commands, a Pentagon spokesman 
said this week. 

The Army has announced that 
it is abolishing two missile 
agencies at Redstone and consoli: 
dating their missions within the 
Army Ordnance Missile Command 
which is also headquartered at 
Redstone. 

A Pentagon announcement said 
that AOMC is reorganizing to save 
money and manpower. The reor- 
ganization will result in the con- 
solidation of the functions of the 
Army Ballistics Missile Agency 
within Hq., AOMC, the Army said 
Nearly 5700 people are assigned to 
the agencies. 

The small number of military 
assigned to the agency will proba- 
bly be absorbed at Redstone, a 
spokesman said. 

It is expected that 820 employes 


of the two agencies will be dis- 
missed in May. However, the 
Army said that the reorganization 
will require that it hire about 170 
people with other skills. 

The Army said it is working 
with the Nationa) Aeronautics and 
Space Administration’s Marshzll 
Space Flight Center at Redstone 
to find jobs for dismissed workers.
